The 
key  was  a traditional  symbol  of  St.  Peter.  The  rays  also  emanate 
from  the  initials  I.H.S.  (an  ancient  symbol  for  Christ),  which  lie 
between  the  eagle’s  head  and  outstretched  wing.  Within  the  rays 
is  the  inscription,  ‘POST  TENEBRAS  LUX’  (After  Darkness 
Light).  Merle  issued  this  store  card-counter  in  about  1840  and  its 
symbolism  poignantly  suggests  that  the  key  to  healing  (light)  the 
spirit  and  state  of  economic  depression  which  dominated  the  Hard 
Times  (darkness)  lies  in  drawing  on  one’s  personal  faith  in  the 
strength  of  America.  It  also  is  strongly  implied  by  the  symbolism 
that  this  faith  and  strength  are  based  on  religious  conviction.”  (G-

The  Kohn,  of  Kohn  Daron,  was  Joachim  Kohn,  who’s  brother, 
Samuel,  emigrated  to  New  Orleans  from  his  native  Bavaria 
around  1806.  when  he  opened  an  inn  at  Bayou  St.  John.  Samuel 
Kohn  prospered  in  a number  of  different  fields  and  became 
one  of  the  wealthiest  businessmen  in  the  city.  Around  1820  he 
brought  his  brother.  Joachim,  to  New  Orleans  and  set  him  up 
in  the  commission  brokerage  line  with  several  partners.  They 
owned  ships  and  handled  cargoes  on  the  Mississippi  River,  in 
the  Caribbean,  on  the  Atlantic  seaboard  and  in  Europe.  In  1834 
he  is  listed  as  of  the  firm  of  J.  Kohn  & Bordier.  The  records  of 
the  Scovill  Mfg.  Co.  show  that  the  Kohn,  Daron  tokens  were  first 
ordered  in  1835. 

Joachim  emulated  the  success  of  his  brother.  According  to  his 
great,  great,  great  grand  nephew  Jean  Kohn,  of  Neuilly-sur- 
Seine,  France,  “He  was  a member  of  more  corporation  boards 
than  any  other  Jew  of  his  time.  He  was  a director  of  the  New 
Orleans  and  Carrolton  Railroad  Co.,  the  Carrolton  Bank,  the 
Louisiana  State  Marine  Fire  Insurance  Co.„  and  the  Mechanics’ 
and  Traders’  Bank,  etc.  “

19™  CENTURY 
MERCHANT  TOKENS 


Listed  in  this  section  are  a number  of  Hard  Rubber  Tokens  which 
are  described  as  possibly  being  Civil  War  Tokens.  This  is  a significant 
statement  because  if  they  were  made  during  the  Civil  War  period, 
then  their  commercial  value  is  increased  substantially. 

The  classifying  of  Hard  Rubber  tokens  as  being  from  the  Civil  War 
is  a work  in  process  by  a committee  of  the  Civil  War  Token  Society. 
The  Committee  is  operating  on  the  presumption  (as  per  David 
Schenkman’s  research)  that  no  hard  rubber  tokens  were  produced 
prior  to  the  Civil  War.  Thus,  any  hard  rubber  token  that  appeared 
at  auction  during  the  Civil  War  period  is  conclusively  presumed  to 
be  a Civil  War  token.  The  murky  area  is  for  hard  rubber  tokens 
that  were  struck  for  merchants  in  the  same  location,  who  not  only 
were  in  business  during  the  Civil  War,  but  afterwards,  too.  As  a group. 
These  tokens  termporarily  have  been  given  the  inelegant  name  of 
Wannabees.  (I  suspect  that  wannabee  refers  as  much  to  the  desire 
of  the  owner  to  have  a more  valuable  token  as  it  does  to  the  token 
wanting  to  be  of  Civil  War  vintage!)  Additional  research  will  be 
required  to  resolve  the  final  status  of  these  tokens.  It  may  well  be  that 
it  will  not  be  possible  to  make  a conclusive  determination  for  many 
of  them.  In  any  event,  because  of  the  uncertain  status  of  these  tokens, 
they  seem  to  sell  for  somewhat  more  than  expected  if  they  traded 
without  the  Civil  War  connection.

“a  proper  proportion  of  electricity”  in  the  blood — or  so 
“Professor”  Boyd  claimed.  Examples  of  the  Boyd  Battery 
are  relatively  common  - this  is  only  the  second  specimen  of 
the  Sagendorph  that  we  have  ever  handled.  The  first,  a VF 
specimen  missing  one  of  the  small  roundels,  brought  $126.50 
in  our  75th  Sale  in  2006.

translate  as  (Top)  “The  extent  of  our  forces  limits  our  recognition 
to  within  these  narrow  bounds,  and  yet  these  great  feats  require 
the  extent  of  the  seven  wonders  of  the  world,"  and  (Bottom)  “To 
raise  monuments  to  the  glory  of  the  greatest  of  heroes  is  the  duty 
of  every  nation.” 


Within  the  box  are  17  circular  painted  scene  of  victorious  battles 
(1796-1807)  Originally  there  were  18  of  these  (missing  is  the 
scene  of  the  Battle  of  Danzig)  and  they  were  all  connected  to 
each  other.  They  are  no  longer  connected.  While  some  color  still 
remains  to  these  scenes,  by  and  large  the  color  is  not  vibrant.  (H)

The  following  description  of  the  medal  is  in  the  words  of  its 
designer,  Mr.  Dugan.  “On  the  obverse  side  is  to  be  found  a new 
and  beautiful  arrangement  of  the  city  coat-of-arms,  designed  by 
Mr.  Chapman,  with  the  marginal  inscription,  ‘Presented  by  the 
City  of  New  York,  to  the  New  York  Regiment  of  Volunteers  in 
Mexico.’  On  the  reverse  side  is  found  a female  figure,  the  head  of 
which  surrounded  by  stars,  representing  the  Genius  of  America, 
grasping  in  her  right  hand,  the  fulman,  with  her  left  she  points 
to  the  rising  sun;  her  left  foot  resting  upon  the  cactus,  while  the 
Mexican  serpent  is  lying  prostrate  beneath  the  American  eagle; 
mountains  form  the  background,  the  palm  indicating  the  South, 
and  the  walled  city  of  Vera  Cruz,  with  the  American  shipping  in 
the  harbor.  The  figure  rests  on  the  stern  of  a Roman  galley,  which 
is  intended  to  represent  the  naval  power  of  the  United  States, 
and  around  the  whole  are  the  words,  ‘Very  Cruz.  Cerro  Gordo, 
Chapuitepec,  and  Churubusco.” 

1,100  men  were  eligible  for  this  award  based  on  the  rolls  of  the 
unit.  Douglas  Boyce,  who  has  researched  and  written  extensively 
on  the  medals  and  badges  of  the  Mexican  War  estimates  that 
between  400  and  600  were  struck  and  awarded  in  silver.  Unlike 
other  military  awards,  no  distinction  was  made  between  officers 
and  enlisted  men  as  to  the  composition  of  the  medal  - all  received 
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LOT  157  (reduced) 


silver!  Bronze  strikings  such  as  this  are  most  elusive  and  are 
probably  either  specimen  strikes  or  made  for  collectors.  In  the 
1 864  sale  of  the  Ramsey  McCoy  Collection,  #2097,  the  cataloger 
opined  that,  "This  splendid  unengraved  proof  in  bronze  is  of  the 
highest  rarity.  Impressions  in  silver  are  comparatively  common.”

AT-bar 
pin  is  broken  off  and  the  planchet  bears  numerous  scratches.The 
California  Veterans  of  the  Mexican  War  was  organized  on  July 
13,  1 866  at  San  Francisco  for  the  purposes  of  assisting  comrades 
in  distress  and  providing  for  a decent  burial  in  the  event  of  death. 
The  organizer.  Alexander  M.  Kennedy,  went  East  to  lobby  for 
funds  for  a veterans  home,  and  in  effect,  formed  the  “Association 
of  Veterans  of  1846"  in  1874.  The  national  group  got  a pension 
through  Congress,  became  the  National  Association  of  Veterans 
of  the  Mexican  War  and  went  on  to  design  their  own  badge  in 
1 876  which  was  patterned  after  this  rare  state  badge.  Two  similar 
Ford  pieces  without  the  scratches  and  the  broken  pin  brought 
$1092.50  and  $1150.00  respectively  in  his  January  2005  sale 
(#436  & #437.)

Melville  B.  Warner  of  Mount  Holly,  VT.  enlisted  on  9/2/1861 
as  a private.  On  the  16lh  of  that  month,  he  was  mustered  into  “I” 
Co.  Vt.  5th  Infantry  (Part  of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac.)  Nine 
months  later  he  was  killed  at  the  Battle  of  Savage’s  Station,  VA. 
on  6/29/1862.  It  was  at  this  battle  that  the  Vermont  5'h  suffered  the 
greatest  loss,  in  killed  and  wounded,  of  any  Vermont  regiment  in 
any  one  engagement.  In  this  battle,  with  not  over  four  hundred 
muskets,  it  lost  188  officers  and  men  in  half  an  hour.  (H)

This  reunion  medal  was  struck  in  gold,  silver  and  bronze  by  the 
Pennsylvania  Commission.  The  bronze  medals  were  apparently 
integrated  into  hanging  badges  with  various  blue  enameled 
headers.  We  know  of  three  different:  GUEST,  PRESS  and 
SCOUT.  It  seems  that  the  silver  and  gold  medals  were  not  made 
into  badges  as  all  known  examples  are  edge  numbered  at  12:00 
in  the  exact  spot  that  the  suspension  ring  is  screwed  into  the  rim 
on  the  bronze  badges.  According  to  a note  in  the  August  1913 
Numismatist,  15  medals  were  struck  in  gold.  They  were  most 
likely  distributed  to  the  few  general  officers  in  attendance  at 
the  reunion.  It  is  not  known  to  whom  the  silver  medals  were 
presented.

This  is  one  of  the  most  famous  and  popular  of  all  American  naval 
award  medals.  The  $7000  paid  to  French  for  the  execution  of  this 
medal  was  well  spent,  as  its  artistic  merit  rises  well  above  the 
norm.  It  was  the  only  campaign  service  medal  chosen  for  display 
at  the  ANS  Exhibit  of  the  Beaux-Arts  Medal  in  America.  We 
sold  a similar  specimen  strike  in  XF  in  our  2006  Fauver  Sale  for 
$379.50.  (H) 


According  to  Brunk,  “The  Stone  Mountain  commemorative  half 
dollars  were  minted  to  help  fund  construction  of  the  Confederate 
War  Memorial  outside  of  Atlanta,  Georgia,.  The  ‘Harvest' 
distribution  campaign  was  organized  in  1925  by  a number  of 
Southern  governors.  Each  states  was  allocated  a certain  quota 
ol  halt  dollars  on  the  basis  of  ‘while  population  and  bank 
deposits’  (Colbert  & Hyder,  1985,  p.  471)  Some  of  the  coins 
were  subsequently  stamped  with  letters  and  numbers,  indicating 
particular  geographical  locations,  and  sold  to  the  highest  bidders 

at  local  events Most  of  the  countermarked  coins  are  stamped 

with  state  initials  and  numbers,  which  indicate  particular 
locations.”  (H)

A spectacular  display  piece  and  probably  the  most  sought-after 
numismatic  relic  item  available  to  collectors.

Goetz’s  Lusitania  medal  is  one  of  the  most  famous  medals  of  the 
20lh  century.  The  original  casting  erroneously  had  the  date  of  the 
sinking  as  May  5 - two  days  before  the  actual  sinking.  (Goetz 
explained  this  error  by  stating.  “The  5"'  of  May  was  a writing 
error  on  my  part.  I took  this  date  out  of  a newspaper  account 
and  correct  it  later  to  the  7,h  of  May.”)  The  British  were  quick 
to  take  advantage  of  the  propaganda  possibilities  of  this  and 
manufactured  replicas  in  great  numbers  arguing  that  the  medal 
with  its  May  5 date  proved  with  the  Germans  has  long  planned 
to  sink  the  vessel.  The  original  May  5 th  medal  is  one  of  the  most 
sought-after  of  all  Goetz  medals.  The  proliferation  of  copies, 
both  British  and  American,  is  a complication  as  few  collectors 
know  how  to  tell  the  difference  between  the  genuine  medal  and 
its  copies.  It  is  generally  believed  that  all  cast  bronze  examples 
with  the  KGOETZ  edge  marks  are  genuine  originals.  (H) 
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silver.  A limited  but  unknown  number  were  offered  in  the  larger 
size  $20  in  bronze  and  $30  in  silver.  A very  small  number  of  gold 
specimens  in  the  31mm  size  were  presented  to  important  persons 
in  the  war  effort.  The  medal  was  conceived  by  the  American 
Fund  for  French  Wounded  and  the  profits  from  its  sale  were  used 
to  carry  on  its  relief  work  abroad  among  French  soldiers  and  in 
war-stricken  districts  of  France.

Here,  the 
message  is  that  if  the  size  of  the  government  dollar  was  to  be 
increased  by  more  than  100%  to  accommodate  the  16-1  ratio, 
then  a piece  of  this  size  would  have  a market  value  of  about

In  1933,  the  Pedley-Ryan  Co.  began  to  sell  round,  rimless, 
plain  discs,  the  size  of  a standard  silver  dollar  and  containing 
430  grains  of  .999  silver.  They  were  sold  three  for  $ 1 .00  and 
the  company  was  to  redeem  them  t the  prevailing  market  price 
for  silver.  It  was  hoped  that  purchasers  would  gain  when  silver 
reached  the  16-1  ratio  anticipated  by  the  silver  interests  and 
that  the  minding  interests  would  benefit  from  the  increased 
demand  for  their  silver  if  these  pieces  proved  popular. 

The  sales  goals  were  not  met  and  the  scheme  was  abandoned 
after  about  6 months.  As  part  of  the  promotion,  a Pedley-Ryan 
salesman  solicited  an  order  from  a junior  member  of  the  Sterling 
Investment  Company.  However,  when  they  were  delivered, 
imprinted  with  Sterling’s  name,  they  were  disapproved  by  a 
senior  member  of  the  firm  and  returned  to  Pedley-Ryan.  Only 
a very  few  pieces  were  retained  by  Sterling  and  those  returned 
were  melted  by  Pedley-Ryan.  ($400-600)

C.C.  Wright  cut  the  dies  for  the 
congressional  medal  and  for  this  campaign  piece.”  This  comment 
is  in  error.  Wright  did  not  cut  the  dies  for  the  congressional  medal 
referred  to  (Julian  MI-22).  That  particular  portrait  was  based  on  a 
likeness  of  Taylor  painted  by  William  G.  Brown  and  executed  by 
John  T.  Battin.  C.C.  Wright  did,  however,  engrave  the  dies  for  the 
magnificent  Buena  Vista  medal  (Julian  MI-24).  The  fine  portrait 
of  Taylor  on  the  token  offered  here  is  a reduction  of  the  bust  used 
on  the  Buena  Vista  medal.

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Switzerland.  An  example  in  gold  was  presented  to  Mrs.  Lincoln.

The  plaque  is  mounted  on  a piece  of  green  marble  with  a bronze 
easel  affixed  to  the  back  of  the  marble.  This  is  easily  the  most 
popular  of  Brenner’s  work  as  the  portrait  is  intimately  associated 
with  that  on  the  Lincoln  cent.  The  plaque  itself  is  a scarce,  but 
not  rare,  item.  However,  the  presence  of  the  original  green  marble 
makes  the  total  package  a rare  one.  Although  signed  by  Klaber, 
this  plaque  was  actually  produced  by  the  Gorham  Company  for 
their  client,  the  S.  Klaber  Co. 

The  Brenner  plaque  of  Lincoln  holds  a very  special  fascination 
for  many  collectors.  A truly  representative  collection  of  American 
medallic  art  or  Lincolnia  would  not  be  complete  without  an 
example  ol  this  fine  piece.  Recent  sales  of  the  Lincoln  plaque  on 
marble  have  been  in  the  $3750-4250.00  range.

We  doubt, 
however,  that  they  struck  this  smaller  medal  as  it  would  most 
likely  have  had  their  edgemark.  In  addition.  The  records  for  the 
U.S.  Mint  show  that  in  1908,  the  Mint  struck  120  of  these  medals 
in  bronze. 

In  commenting  on  this  medal  in  the  February  1909  Numismatist, 
Frank  Higgins  stated,  “The  reverse  if  the  medal  in  question 
exhibits  a quality  of  medallic  achievement  which  is  beyond 
anything  we  have  so  far  seen  in  plastic  art....  This  is  more  than  a 
medal.  It  is  both  a painting  and  a poem  in  metal.”  Glenn  Smedley 
considered  this  “One  of  Brenner’s  finest  creations.”  His  bronze 
example  brought  $660.00  in  B&M's  1988  Sale  of  his  collection.

By  May 
Peinlich”  While  Peinlich’s  first  name  is  given  here  as  "May”,  we 
believe  this  is  a typographical  error  and  that  the  artist’s  correct 
first  name  is  “Max.” 

Max  Peinlich  was  an  Austrian  sculptor  who  received  his  training 
in  the  Imperial

Arts  in  Paris.  He  came  to  America  and  first  received  recognition 
at  the  Saint  Louis  World's  Fair,  “where  a case  of  jewels  of  his 
design  and  execution  attracted  much  attention  because  of  the 
force  and  originality  of  the  ideas  expressed  and  a certain  plastic 
element  in  the  workmanship  that  gave  almost  the  effect  of 
sculpture  in  miniature.”  His  Lincoln  portrait  is  his  only  medallic 
work  known  to  us.  It  is  also  known  in  6"  and  4 *4”  sizes.  We  sold 
a 10  *4”  example  of  this  plaque  in  our  last  sale  for  $43 1 .

The  “Patient  of  Toil”  quotation  is  from  the  Scottish  author,  James

He  studied  die  cutting  at  the  Newark  NJ  Technical 
School,  after  which  he  worked  for  jewelry  manufacturing  firms 
in  Attleboro,  MA.  for  15  years.  While  in  New  England  he  made  a 
few  medals  for  the  Robbins,  Co.;  Whitehead  & Hoag  and  Balfour 
and  also  created  sculpture,  busts  and  reliefs.  He  then  moved  to 
Ames  Iowa  where  he  was  appointed  to  the  art  faculty  of  Iowa 
States  College  in  1934.  he  remained  with  the  school  for  21 
years  during  which  time  he  created  most  of  his  sculpture.

An  XF/AU 
specimen  edge  marked  "61"  brought  $356.40  in  our  last  sale.

The  Smith  Marching  Club  of  Philadelphia  was  composed  of 
200  men  and  a band  and  was  commanded  by  Peter  E.  Smith,  a 
Philadelphia  Republican  City  Committeeman.  The  David  Martin 
Marching  Club  from  Philadelphia  had  170  men  and  a band  of 
30  pieces.  It  was  commanded  by  Mr.  Martin  who  was  the  city’s 
Republican  party  leader  and  also  served  as  state  senator  and  later 
Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth.  Both  of  these  ribbons  are  from 
the  Neil  MacNeil  Collection  and  are  pictured  on  the  third  page  of 
the  color  section  in  his  book.

Most  of  the  medals  that  were  struck  by  Whitehead  & Hoag 
were  not  signed  by  the  artist.  However,  a great  number  of  their 
unsigned  medals  were  the  work  of  just  two  talented  artists,  Julio 
Kilenyi  and  Jonathan  M.  Swanson.  We  strongly  suspect  that  this 
work  was  executed  by  one  of  these  two  sculptors.  3,000  of  these 
medals  were  struck  and  distributed  to  members  of  the  Inaugural 
Committee.

& CO.”  Dies  by  the  Keller  Mechanical  Engraving  Co.  of  Brooklyn.  NY.  (and  presumably  struck  by  them  also.)  Choice 
Uncirculated.  The  obverse  bears  a small  framed  portrait  of  Wilson  to  the  left  flanked  by  two  allegorical  female  figures.  That 
of  Preparedness  stands  to  the  left  and  that  of  Prosperity,  holding  a cornucopia,  stands  to  the  right.  The  surrounding  legend 
reads:  SECOND  INAVGVRATION  MARCH  4 1917.

The  Chairman  of  the  Inaugural  Committee,  Colonel  Robert  N.  Harper,  appointed  D.  S.  Callahan,  a Washington,  D.C. 
businessman,  as  chairman  of  the  committee  on  medals  and  badges.  MacNeil  reports  that  all  of  the  inaugural  committees 
were  instructed  “as  far  as  possible”  to  “let  all  contracts  with  local  Washington  firms.”  Accordingly,  the  medals  committee 
did  not  seek  bids  from  Whitehead  & Hoag  or  the  Davison  firm  of  Philadelphia,  Rather  they  contracted  with  R.  Harris  & 
Company,  a firm  that  was  primarily  in  the  business  of  making  and  selling  jewelry.  The  firm’s  37  year  old  engraver,  Darrell 
C.  Crain,  was  given  the  job  of  designing  the  medal 

Because  of  the  looming  hostilities  against  Germany,  the  usual  festivities  for  the  President’s  inauguration  were  severely 
curtailed.  The  Inaugural  Ball  was  cancelled,  and  with  it  went  the  primary  source  of  funding  for  most  of  the  inaugural 
activities.  Accordingly,  the  medals  committee  met  and  recommended  that  the  Inaugural  Committee  not  give  out  the  usual 
3000  bronze  Medals  to  those  working  on  the  various  inaugural  committees.  They  did,  however,  agree  to  have  struck  the 
usual  three  gold  medals.  These  medals  were  to  be  presented  to  President  Wilson;  to  Vice  President  Thomas  Riley  Marshall 
and  to  Inaugural  Committee  Chairman,  Harper. 

Accordingly  the  designs  were  sent  to  the  Keller  Mechanical  Engraving  Company  of  Brooklyn.  NY  where  the  dies  for  the 
medal  were  cut.  We  presume,  without  knowing  for  certain,  that  the  medals  were  also  struck  by  the  Keller  firm.  Since  the 
Harris  Company  was  not  given  the  usual  order  for  3,000  of  the  bronze  medals,  they  decided  to  offer  them  for  sale  to  the 
public  - the  first  time  such  a public  offering  was  made  of  the  official  medal.  In  advertisements  appearing  in  the  Washington 
Post  on  March  4 and  March  6,  1917,  bronze  medals  were  offered  at  $ 1 .00  each  and  silver  medals  (struck  to  order)  for  $5.00. 
This  offering  apparently  was  not  greeted  with  wild  enthusiasm  as  only  200-300  bronze  medals  were  produced  and  but  a 
single  example  in  silver  is  known. 

The  whereabouts  of  all  three  gold  medals  is  now  known.  The  President’s  example  is  housed  in  the  Woodrow  Wilson  House 
in  Washington,  D.C.  Chairman  Harper’s  medal  was  identified  as  that  sold  in  1975  to  the  sculptor’s  son.  Dr.  Darrell  C. 
Crain,  Jr.  for  $17,500.00.  It  now  resides  in  the  Crain  Collection  at  the  George  Washington  University  in  Washington,  D.C. 
It  is  thus  presumed  that  the  medal  offered  here  is  that  presented  to  Vice  President  Marshall.  We  cannot  establish  a direct 
line  of  ownership  to  the  Vice  President.  However  the  current  owner  was  given  this  medal  by  his  grandfather,  who  was  a 
contemporary  of  Thomas  Riley  Marshall  and  they  both  resided  in  Indianapolis,  Indiana  around  the  same  time  period.  With 
two  of  the  three  gold  medals  now  residing  in  institutional  collections,  this  could  indeed  be  a once  in  a lifetime  opportunity 
for  the  specialist  to  crown  his  collection  with  this  piece  of  inaugural  royalty.

In  a departure  from  tradition,  the  contract  for  striking  the  medals 
was  given  to  the  United  States  Mint.  Only  1012  of  them  were 
struck.  A pre-striking  limit  of  1 ,000  medals  was  announced  and 
the  Chairman  of  the  Medal  Committee  thought  it  “only  fair  to 
keep  faith  with  the  people”  even  though  he  knew  they  could 
sell  thousands  more.  The  wide  dispersal  of  this  small  striking 
has  assured  that  the  Hoover  medal  is  relatively  scarce  in  the 
marketplace.  ($1500+)

GREAT  around  a view  of  Old  Ironsides  at  sea  duplicates  the 
nautical  these  of  Manship’s  1933  medal,  although  this  time  it  is 
treated  in  a naturalistic  manner  rather  than  symbolically. 

The  toll  of  Roosevelt’s  illness  and  the  wartime  strain  is  evident  in 
Davidson’s  portrait  of  the  President.  3,500  medals  were  struck  in 
bronze.

The  reverse  features  a preeminent  figure 
of  Liberty  and  a group  of  small  figures  below  meant  to  suggest 
the  aspirations  of  humanity  for  Freedom.  The  reverse  is  inscribed: 
HARRY  S/  TRUMAN/  INAUGURATED  PRESIDENT/  OF 
THE/  UNITED  STATES/  JANUARY  20/  1949. 

The  U.S.  Mint  finish  on  the  1949  medal  was  very  unstable. 
Consequently,  most  all  of  the  Truman  medals  show  some  degree  of 
speckled  tarnish  and  spots  on  the  high  points.  This  medal  displays 
not  a trace  of  this  and,  as  such,  is  virtually  unimproveable.  7500 
of  these  medals  were  struck  in  bronze  at  the  U.S.  Mint  and  sold 
to  the  public.  We  can’t  imagine  any  nicer  than  this.  An  almost 
identical  specimen  in  our  last  sale  brought  $345.00

Auction  Seventy  Eight  where  a Unc.  piece  brought  $759.00.

Floyd  Boring  joined  the  Secret  Service  in  1943,  and  entered  the 
White  House  protective  detail  in  1944.  On  November  1,  1950, 
Boring  was  stationed  outside  of  the  Blair  House  where  President 
Truman  resided  during  the  renovation  of  the  White  House.  He 
defended  the  President’s  residence  in  a blazing  gun  battle,  when 
two  men,  trying  to  further  the  cause  of  independence  for  Puerto 
Rico,  attempted  to  storm  the  building  and  kill  the  President.  He 
shot  one  of  them  and  helped  foil  the  plot,  winning  the  Meritorious 
Civilian  Service  Award  for  his  efforts.  During  his  career.  Boring 
protected  Presidents  from  Roosevelt  through  Johnson.  He  was 
in  charge  of  the  advancement  arrangements  for  the  security  in 
Dallas  at  the  time  of  the  Kennedy  assassination.  He  retired  as 
an  inspector  in  1967  and  died  at  age  92  in  February  of  2008.

The  obverse  portrait  is  the  same 
as  that  submitted,  however,  the  original  legend  read:  GEORGE 
WALKER  BUSH  JANUARY  TWENTIETH  and  the  inscription 
around  the  bust  stated,  JUNTOS  PODEMOS  (Together  we  can 
do  more)  INAUGURATION.  The  reverse  of  the  submitted  medal 
is  the  same  as  that  offered  here. 

This  Bush  medal  was  intended  and  designed  as  a Presidential 
medal  with  a mintage  level  of  520  and  they  were  ordered  by  the 
American  Ambassador  to  Prague  and  were  given  out  as  special 
gifts  to  Ambassadors  around  the  globe  as  a gift  to  represent 
the  United  States.  They  were  minted  in  2001  the  year  of  the 
Inauguration.

OFFICIAL  INAUGURAL 
POLICE  BADGES 

These  badges  are  official  police  shields  issued  for  duty  only  during 
a brief  period  around  the  time  of  the  Presidential  inauguration.  The 
practice  of  issuing  them  began  in  1937,  when  major  police  departments 
throughout  the  country  were  requested  to  send  to  Washington  a 
few  officers  experienced  in  preventing  the  types  of  crime  prevalent 
when  large  crowds  gather.  These  officers  were  given  special  D.C. 
Metropolitan  Police  badges  commemorating  their  participation  in  the 
inauguration.  The  practice  of  inviting  outside  policemen  continued  only 
through  the  1957  inauguration.  Only  one  style  badge,  the  “traditional” 
was  issued  from  1937  through  1977  (with  the  exception  of  1945,  when 
no  badge  was  issued).  In  1981.  the  D.C.  Metropolitan  Police  began  the 
now  standard  practice  of  issuing  two  badges.  The  “traditional"  badge 
was  distributed  only  by  the  Chief  of  Police,  while  a different,  “street" 
badge  was  made  available  for  purchase  by  police  officers.  The  1981 
Inauguration  also  marked  the  introduction  of  special  badges  issued 
by  6 other  police  agencies.  This  practice  grew  quite  popular  and  each 
inauguration  since  has  witnessed  additional  police  departments  issuing 
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their  own  shields.  The  collecting  of  these  badges  has  become  one  of 
the  most  popular  specialty  collections  among  both  police  badge  and 
inaugural  collectors.

In  a departure  from  previous  world’s  fairs,  the  award  medals  for 
the  Columbian  Exposition  were  not  given  on  a competitive  basis 
- they  were  all  of  a single  class,  struck  in  bronze  and  presented 
to  each  and  every  exhibitor.  Although  some  exhibitors  offered 
to  pay  for  gold  or  silver  copies,  the  Solicitor  general  issued  an 
opinion  that  they  could  not  be  struck.  This  medal  was  presented 
to  the  artist  Amalie  Ritterhoff  of  Newark,  NJ  who  exhibited  her 
pen  sketches  in  the  Woman’s  Building. 


Saint  Gaudens’  original  design  for  the  reverse  was  rejected  by 
prudish  Treasury  Department  officials  because  it  displayed  a 
nude  male  youth.  The  Mint  then  asked  its  own  Charles  Barber  for 
a suitable  replacement.  (G)

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to  numismatist  (See  Thayer  Tolies  ‘A  Bit  of  Artistic  Idealism: 
Augustus  Saint-Gaudens’s  World’s  Columbian  Exposition 
Commemorative  Presentation  Medal' The  American  Numismatic 
Society  1999.)  In  short,  the  premature  and  inaccurate  publication 
of  the  design  and  the  enmity  between  Saint  Gaudens  and  the 
Mint’s  Charles  Barber,  combined  to  create  a cause  celebre  over 
its  tastefulness.  The  result  was  that  the  Treasury  rejected  the 
design  and  ultimately  adopted  one  proffered  by  Barber.  There 
are  a very  few  known  cast  examples  of  this  original  reverse.  The 
Charles  Barber  Estate  had  four  of  them  and  there  are  a few  more 
known  pieces. 

In  1975,  a Saint  Gaudens’  relative  (on  the  Homer  side)  brought  a 
74mm  plaster  of  the  reverse  to  the  Buntin  Foundry  in  Sherborn, 
MA.  According  to  the  recollection  of  Robert  Buntin,  the  foundry 
owner,  he  was  asked  to  make  10  sand  cast  bronze  uniface  medals 
from  the  plaster.  He  did  so  and  they  were  marked  on  the  reverse 
accordingly.  Mr.  Buntin  recalled  that  the  plaster  was  then  donated 
to  a museum  (Saint  Gaudens  Historic  Site?)  along  with  one  of  the 
medals.  The  remaining  medals,  he  believed,  were  offered  for  sale 
at  $350.00  each.

It  is  evident  that  Eglit  never  actually  saw  this 
item  as  he  describes  it  as  “Iron”  instead  of  silvered  bronze, 
gives  its  size  as  140mm  instead  of  125mm  and  spells  the  name 
of  the  sculptor  as  “Bizzari”  instead  of  the  correct  “Rizzarri.”

Landmark  II  Sale,  #422. 

This  uniface  specimen  was  previously  sold  by  Stacks  and 
pedigreed  to  the  Gorham  Company  archives.

The  lirsl  of  the  modern  Olympic  games 
was  awarded  to  Athens.  The  second  Olympics  were  held  in  Paris 
in  1900,  concomitant  with  the  International  Exposition.  The  male 
figure  on  the  reverse  of  this  medal  is  holding  the  Olympic  torch.

Dr.  Bell  was  a dentist  with  offices  on  Madison  Ave.  in  NYC.  He 
was  also  a Professor  in  the  Dental  College  of  NY  and  the  author 
of  Our  Teeth:  How  To  Take  Care  Of  Them.  Deemed  “a  most 
useful  volume — valuable  enough  to  be  introduced  as  a standard 
work  in  the  New  York  and  Philadelphia  Public  Schools,  and  also 
in  the  Normal  Schools  of  New  England,"  It  went  through  at  least 
7 editions  and  was  tailored  to  the  education  of  children. 

Almost  1200  award  medals  were  struck.,  571  Gold  washed 
bronze,  335  Sterling  silver  and  silver  plated  bronze  and  283 
bronze.  Second  prize  winners  had  their  choice  of  sterling  or  plat- 


ed medals.  Since  the  sterling  medals  were  more  expensive,  we 
presume  more  of  the  plated  were  ordered.  It  is  one  of  the  most 
elusive  of  the  major  exposition  silver  award  medals.  We  cannot 
recall  having  one  for  over  20  years.  We  do  note  the  sale  of  a silver 
specimen  on  eBay  last  year  for  $1675.00.  ($1750-2250.00)

The  Philippine  Exhibit  at  the  Saint  Louis  World’s  Fair  was  like 
an  exposition  within  an  exposition.  It  covered  40  acres  of  rolling 
country  at  the  southwest  portion  of  the  fair  grounds.  It  cost  over 
$1,000,000  and  had  over  75,000  exhibits.  It  was  apparently 
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such  a dominant  feature  of  the  fair  that  special  award  medals 
were  authorized  for  their  participants.  These  medals  differ  from 
the  usual  award  medals  only  by  the  addition  of  PHILIPPINE 
EXHIBIT  in  the  award  designation. 

It  is  an  extremely  elusive  medal.  According  the  U.S.  Mint  records, 
a mere  600  medals  were  struck  with  the  special  Philippine 
designation  while  9,000  regular  “gold”  medals  were  struck  and 
awarded.  This  is  only  the  third  time  we  have  had  the  pleasure  of 
offering  one  of  these  medals.  We  sold  a similar  example  in  our 
last  sale  for  $747.50.

Its 
success  was  such  that  a group  of  prominent  French  aviation 
representatives  decided  in  February  1909  to  use  that  same  site 
for  a stand-alone  exhibition  devoted  exclusively  to  aviation.  An 
association  was  formed  of  companies  involved  in  aviation  and 
various  government  ministries  gave  the  project  their  support.

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marketplace.  This  is,  however,  not  the  case  ($1000+) 


This  is  the  first  and  only  example  of  an  award  medal  from  this 
exposition  that  we  have  seen.  Moreover,  until  we  purchased  this 
piece,  we  did  not  even  know  that  one  existed!  Until  we  provided 
it  with  a scan  of  this  example,  the  comprehensive  website, 
Expomedals.com  did  not  picture  an  example  of  this  medal.  We 
are  at  a loss  to  explain  the  apparent  rarity  of  both  the  gold  and 
the  silver  (which  we  have  never  seen)  award  medals.  One  would 
think  that  enough  of  them  would  have  been  awarded  that  they 
would  show  up  on  a rather  consistent  basis  in  the  numismatic

On  July  1,  1933.  General  Italo  Balbo.  Minister  of  Air  under 
Mussolini,  led  a fleet  of  25  Savoia-Marchetti  SM.55X  flying 
boats  in  a mass  formation  flight  to  the  Chicago's  World  Fair.  In 
an  aerial  spectacle  aimed  at  demonstrating  Italian  technological 
might  under  fascist  rule.  Balbo's  1 00  crewmen  practiced  precision 
formation  flying  and  water  landings  for  months  before  taking  off 
from  Orbetello  seaplane  base  for  the  first  leg  of  the  round-trip 
transatlantic  flight.  Despite  the  loss  of  a plane  and  crewman  in 
Amsterdam,  24  aircraft  landed  safely  on  Lake  Michigan,  having 
flown  6,065  miles  in  just  under  49  hours  flying  time.  Following 
celebrations  in  Chicago  and  New  York,  the  fleet  took  off  for 
Rome  on  July  25.  A crash  in  the  Azores  took  the  life  of  a second 
crewman,  but  Balbo’s  remaining  23  flying  boats  arrived  home 
to  a patriotic  welcome  on  August  12.  still  flying  in  formation.

The 
original  obverse  die  has  sometimes  been  called  the  “toothpick” 
die  because  of  a raised  die  scratch  between  Tyler's  lips.  From 
our  Sale  #30  in  1981,  lot  #38 1 . (H) 

337.  FRANKLIN  PIERCE  MULE.  76.2mm.  Bronze.  Salathiel 
Ellis  (Obv.)  & John  Reich  (Rev.),  Sc.  Uncirculated  with  the 
golden  bronze  patina  found  on  mid  twentieth  century  U.  S. 
Mint  medals. 

The  reverse  die  used  for  this  medal  is  not  the  one  used  on 
medals  presented  to  the  Indian  chiefs  nor  struck  for  sale  to  the 
public.  That  die,  by  Joseph  Willson,  depicts  a farmer  pointing 
to  the  American  flag  and  standing  before  an  Indian  whom, 
presumably,  he  is  instructing  in  the  qualities  of  labor,  virtue 
and  honor  (the  legend  at  the  top  of  the  reverse.)  This  medal,  is 
therefore,  a mule,  combining  the  Pierce  obverse  with  a reverse 
previously  used  on  other  IP  medals,  but  not  intended  for  this 
one. 

The  reverse  die  used  to  strike  this  medal  is  the  Type  I Peace 
and  Friendship  die  with  pointed  A’s  in  the  inscription  and  with 
the  forefinger  of  the  right  hand  pointing  to  the  left  upright  of  F 
in  FRIENDSHIP.  New  dies  were  made  in  1846  and  virtually 
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all  of  the  Peace  and  Friendship  reverse  medals  restruck  after 
that  date  used  this  newer  die.  The  generally  accepted  view 
for  many  years  was  that  once  these  1 846  dies  were  made,  the 
older  Type  I dies  were  retired  and  not  used  to  strike  any  more 
medals.  The  universality  of  this  view  was  disproved  with  the 
auction  appearances  of  all  three  size  Taylor  medals  in  copper, 
bronzed  and  silver  with  both  type  reverses.  However,  with 
these  exceptions,  the  consensus  of  specialists  has  been  that  all 
of  the  medals  bearing  Type  I reverses  and  19"'  century  copper 
bronzed  finishes  were  struck  prior  to  1846. 

This  statement  now  appears  not  to  be  accurate  as  there  is 
evidence  that  there  were  two  different  sets  of  Type  I reverse 
dies.  Our  reasoning  is  as  follows  and  rests  upon  the  assumption 
that  when  Franklin  Pcale  said  that  the  old  reverses  were  no 
longer  serviceable  and  needed  replacing,  that  this  was  an 
accurate  statement. 

The  golden  bronze  medal  offered  in  this  lot  is  distinguished 
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by  the  appearance  of  a clump  of  die  rust  below  the  little  finger 
of  the  left  hand.  That  same  clump  of  die  rust  appeared  on  a 
19th  century  copper  bronzed  Pierce  mule  in  our  12/9/95  sale  of 
The  Emerson  Arends  Collection.  (Lot  #439)  If  the  first  Type 
1 reverses  were  as  Peale  described,  then  these  two  medals  had 
to  have  been  struck  from  a reverse  die  made  sometime  in  the 
(probably  late)  19"' century. 

If  this  is  true,  we  assume  that  at  least  initially,  it  was  a “perfect” 
die  without  any  rust.  To  our  knowledge  there  is  no  way  in 
which  we  can  distinguish  medals  struck  from  such  a “perfect” 
die  from  those  struck  from  the  original  pre-1846  reverse  die. 
If  this  is  true,  then  we  can  no  longer  continue  to  say  that  19th 
century  medals  struck  from  a perfect  Type  I die  had  to  have 
been  struck  before  1846.  Nor  can  we  continue  to  say  that 
copper  bronzed  medals  struck  from  the  Type  1 die  with  the 
die  clump  were  struck  from  the  “original”  reverse  die.  As  an 
aside,  we  would  note  that  the  majority  of  20,h  century  Peace 
and  Friendship  restrikes  are  made  from  yet  a third  reverse  die 
with  the  fingers  pointing  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Type  I die, 
but  with  flat  top  A’s  rather  that  pointed  top  A’s  as  found  on  the 
original  Type  I reverses.

This  medal 
was  struck  from  the  original  dies  with  the  1877  date  present  on 
the  reverse.  (There  are  golden  bronze  specimens  of  the  Hayes 
medal  with  the  1877  date  on  the  reverse,  but  these  are  from  a 
different  die.) 

The  Hayes  medal  was  never  struck  in  silver  for  distribution  to 
the  Indians.  It  was  made  solely  at  the  instigation  of  the  Mint. 
It  is  a rare  medal  - only  38  being  struck  from  the  original  dies. 
The  last  two  auction  appearance  we  can  find  are  Heritage 
Galleries  of  9/08  at  $4312.50  and  Stacks  (Ford)  of  5/07  at 
$3,220.00  (both  were  uncirculated  specimens.  The  example 
offered  here  originally  appeared  in  our  33rd  Sale  in  1983,  #999 
(no  lot  envelope.)  It's  value  should  break  into  four  figures.

The  battle  was  fought  after  the  ratification  of  the 
Treaty  of  Ghent  between  Great  Britain  and  the  United  States 
ending  the  war.  This  fact  explains  Sully’s  allegorical  revere 
on  which  the  hand  of  Frame  is  stayed  from  recording  further 
victories  by  the  appearance  of  Peace.  Said  to  be  one  of  Furst’s 
most  beautiful  medals  and  one  of  only  147  recorded  as  struck 
from  the  original  dies.  A similar  piece  brought  $920.00  in  our

1902. 

The  striking  records  for  the  Mint  in  the  1903/04  fiscal  year 
reveal  that  3 Leslie  Shaw  medals  were  struck  in  bronze.  We 
assume  that  these  were  the  FH  206  type  since  the  medal  offered

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here  states  Shaw's  tenure  as  1902-1907.  We  do  not  know  why 
this  medal  was  struck.  Perhaps  there  was  some  thought  of 
replacing  the  reverse  of  FH  206  with  this  new  reverse.  Perhaps 
this  was  made  as  a special  personal  medal  for  Shaw.  The  answer 
is  unknown.  What  is  known,  however,  is  that  this  is  a very  rare 
medal.  We  sold  the  discovery  piece  in  our  2000  Auction  Sixty 
Seven  #313  in  AU  condition  for  $1 155.00.

The  obverse  bears  a high 
relief  bust  to  the  left,  COMMODORE  M.  C.  PERRY,  to  either 
side.  The  reverse  bears  a wreath  of  oak  and  laurel  whose  crossed 
branches  are  encircled  by  an  open  crown  of  ships'  masts  and 
having  a band  labeled  MISSISSIPPI.  Within  the  wreath  is  an 
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inscription  in  14  lines:  PRESENTED  TO  COM.  M.C.  PERRY 
SPECIAL  MINISTER  FROM  THE  U.S. A.  BY  MERCHANTS 
OF  BOSTON  IN  TOKEN  OF  THEIR  APPRECIATION  OF 
HIS  SERVICES  IN  NEGOTIATING  THE  TREATY  WITH 
JAPAN  SIGNED  AT  YOKU  - HAMA,  MARCH  31,  AND 
WITH  LEW  CHEW  AT  NAPA.  JULY  11,  1854. 

Perry  was  ordered  (March,  1852)  to  command  the  East  India 
squadron  and  charged  with  the  delicate  task  of  penetrating 
isolationist  Japan.  On  July  8,  1853,  he  anchored  his  four 
ships,  including  the  powerful  steam  frigates  Mississippi  and 
Susquehanna,  in  lower  Tokyo  (then  Yedo)  Bay.  The  Japanese 
ordered  him  to  go  to  Nagasaki,  the  only  port  open  to  foreigners, 
where  the  Dutch  operated  a limited  trading  concession  under 
humiliating  conditions,  but  Perry  firmly  declined.  On  July 
14  he  presented  his  papers,  including  a letter  from  President 
Millard  Fillmore  to  the  Japanese  emperor,  requesting  protection 
for  shipwrecked  American  seamen,  the  right  to  buy  coal,  and 
the  opening  of  one  or  more  polls  to  trade.  The  expedition  then 
retired  to  the  China  coast,  returning,  with  an  increased  fleet,  in 
Feb..  1 854.  Perry's  show  of  pomp  (at  which  he  was  expert)  and 
power  obviously  impressed  the  insecure  Tokugawa  shogunate, 
and  on  March  31,1 854,  near  Yokohama  a treaty  was  concluded 


(the  Treaty  of  Peace  and  Amity  or  Treaty  of  Kanagawa)  that 
acceded  to  American  requests,  opening  the  ports  of  Shimoda 
and  Hakodate  to  U.S.  trade,  guaranteed  good  treatment  to 
shipwrecked  American  sailors,  and  allowed  a United  States 
consul  to  take  up  residence  in  Shimoda,  a seaport  on  the  Izu 
Peninsula,  southwest  of  Edo.  For  his  successful  expedition 
Perry  was  awarded  $20,000  by  Congress,  which  also  paid  for 
publication  of  the  official  Narrative  of  the  Expedition  of  an 
American  Squadron  to  the  China  Seas  and  Japan  (3  vol.  1856, 
compiled  under  Perry’s  supervision. 

Francis  N.  Mitchell,  the  Boston  medallist,  executed  this 
attractive  medal  from  a bas  relief  by  Horatio  Greenough. 
According  to  Julian,  one  gold,  twenty  silver  and  one  hundred 
four  bronze  medals  were  struck  in  1856.  The  unique  gold 
specimen  was  sold  in  2007  by  Maine  auctioneer,  Bruce 
Gamage,  for  $165,000.00.  The  only  silver  specimens  that  have 
crossed  the  auction  block  of  which  we  are  aware  are  as  follows: 

1&2.  The  Garrett  IV  silver  proof  in  1981  sold  for  $1000.00. 
Garrett  purchased  this  example  from  the  Chapman  Brothers 
in  1 882.  In  that  same  year,  the  Chapmans  auctioned  a silver 
Perry  medal  graded  Very  Fine,  in  the  Bushnell  Collection. 

3.  Our  1999  Sale  of  the  Robert  Centola  Collection  offered  a 
silver  proof  which  brought  $4950.00 

4.  Sotheby’s  Americana  Sale  of  1/18/08  had  an  ungraded 
example  which  brought  $18,750.00. 

It  is  significant  to  note  that  the  fabled  John  J.  Ford  Collection 
lacked  an  example  of  this  medal  in  silver!

8 
line  inscription  at  center:  IN/  COMMEMORATION/  OF 
THE/  FIRST  EMBASSY  FROM/  JAPAN/  TO  THE/  UNITED 
STATES/  1860. 

The  obverse  die  was  made  by  hubbing  the  Buchanan  Indian 
Peace  Medal  obverse  die  and  leaving  off  the  date.  3 gold. 
30  silver  and  100  bronze  medals  were  struck  in  May,  1860, 
for  members  of  the  embassy  and  high-ranking  Americans 
connected  with  the  Japanese  tour  according  to  Julian.  Soon 
after  this  initial  striking,  the  obverse  die  broke  and  a new 
die,  prepared  and  signed  by  Anthony  Paquet,  was  made.  All 
subsequent  striking  of  the  Japanese  Embassy  medal  (CM-23) 
bear  impressions  from  this  replacement  die. 
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The  word  “embassy”  in  the  context  of  this  medal  does  not  mean 
a physical  building.  Rather  it  means  “a  mission  to  a foreign 
government  headed  by  an  ambassador.”  It  was  just  such  a 
delegation,  headed  by  three  “ambassadors”  and  a retinue  of  74, 
all  clad  in  native  dress,  that  were  transported  in  1860  from 
Japan  to  San  Francisco  in  the  U.S.  Navy  frigate  Powhatan. 
One  of  the  purposes  of  the  trip  was  the  formal  opening  of 
relations  between  the  two  countries  and  the  exchange  of  the 
Japanese  copy  for  the  American  copy  of  their  new  Treaty  of 
Commerce  and  Friendship.  At  a reception  in  the  White  House, 
the  President  produced  a personal  gift  ter  all  the  members  of 
the  mission:  three  gold  medals  for  the  ambassadors,  five  silver 
ones  for  their  deputies,  and  copper  ones  for  everyone  else.  This 
medal  is  thus  a tangible  relic  of  the  beginning  of  diplomatic 
relations  between  two  great  nations.  ($6000+)

This  medal  was  once  part  of  the  Kantor’s 
Collection  of  Sanitary  Commission  memorabilia,  most  of 
which  was  donated  by  them  to  Wichita  States  University.

In  1973,  after  the  Medallic  Art  Company  moved  to  Danbury,  Ct., 
a decision  was  made  to  strike  the  new  SOM  issues  (from  #87 
onward)  in  .999  silver  as  well  as  in  bronze.  The  first  40  issues 
were  also  struck  in  silver  and  offered  anew  to  Society  members. 
The  edition  limit  was  set  at  700.  Even  though  the  company  had 
relocated  to  Danbury,  they  continued  using  the  “New  York" 
edgemark  on  the  silver  issues  of  the  first  40.  This  new  marketing 
venture  was  not  as  successful  as  anticipated  with  the  result  that 
silver  strikings  were  officially  discontinued  in  1980.  The  actual 
number  of  silver  specimens  struck  for  individual  medals  from  this 
grouping  varied  from  25  to  200.

The  Modern  Olympic 
Games,  celebrated  for  the  12th  time  this  year,  differ  from  those 
of  ancient  Greece  which  included  only  Greek  citizens  from  the 
shores  of  the  eastern  end  of  the  Mediterranean,  chiefly  because 
they  bring  together  men  and  women  as  competitors  from  all 
five  continents  and  of  every  color  from  black  to  white.  In  every 
land  playgrounds  and  stadia  have  sprung  up  for  the  needs  of 
both  players  and  sport  lovers.” 

“As  one  who  has  followed  this  great  movement  from  its 
inception  to  maturity  I have  chosen  two  phases  of  it  for  the 
thirteenth  medal  issued  by  the  Society.  The  subject  of  the 
obverse  is  SPEED,  illustrated  by  a formalized  frieze  of  four 
runners  with  three  swans  in  full  flight  above  their  heads.

On  the  reverse 
is  a naked  sword  superimposed  over  a palm  branch  and  the 
inscription,  FOR  CONQUER  WE  MUST.  According  to  the 
artist,  “The  reverse  with  naked  sword  tells  us  that  war  continues 
although  the  palm  tells  of  victories  won  while  the  anthem’s 
stark  words  “For  conquer  we  must”  drives  home  to  us  that 
the  grim,  perilous  task  is  still  unfinished  and  that  the  absolute 
necessity  for  us  is  to  endure  and  sacrifice  in  brotherhood  for  the 
final  victory.”  (G-H)

.999  Silver.  (7.32  oz.)  Joseph  Kislewski,  Sc  (Medallic  Art 
Co.  NYC.)  Uncirculated.  This  medal  was  conceived  by  the 
artist  shortly  after  VJ  Day.  On  the  obverse  is  a female  figure 
symbolizing  peace  floating  over  the  world  uniting  all  countries. 
On  the  reverse,  the  dove  and  the  olive  branch  symbolize  peace, 
while  the  book  stands  for  knowledge  and  education,  the  guards 
of  permanent  peace.  Only  60  medals  were  struck  in  silver.  (G- 
H) 


MEDALS  OF 
DAVID  D' ANGERS 

THE  FOLLOWING  THREE  LOTS  ARE  PORTRAIT 
MEDALS  BY  DAVID  D’ ANGERS.  Leonard  Forrer 
wrote  the  following  about  him  in  his  monumental 
Biographical  Dictionary  of  Medalists. 

“David  d’ Angers  will  remain  a great  figure  in  the  History 
of  Art  of  the  XIXth  century.  According  to  the  judgment 
of  a modern  critic,  he  belongs  especially  to  that  school 
of  sculpture  that  delights  in  blending  the  spirit  of  Greek 
Art  with  the  forms  required  to  give  historical  accuracy 
to  the  impersonations  of  our  period.  He  has  brought 
sculpture  to  be  most  useful  to  society  at  large,  by  modeling 
hundreds  of  medallions  of  the  celebrated  men  of  his  age, 
in  which  he  has  not  only  attained  a rare  degree  of  external 
resemblance,  but  also  succeeded  in  unmistakably  fixing  the 
most  recondite  features  of  character.” 

“He  paved  the  way  for  the  present  French  school  of 
medallists  whose  fine  works  are  attracting  so  much  well 
deserved  attention.  The  celebrity  of  the  great  artist  would 
be  assured  should  we  possess  only  his  wonderful  gallery 
of  bronze  portraits;  these  however  form  but  a small  portion 
of  his  work.  Beautiful  statues  in  marble  and  bronze, 
chiseled  by  that  master-hand,  may  be  admired  in  nearly 
every  country;  and  he  has,  perhaps,  not  altogether  without 
reason,  been  called  the  Phidias  of  modern  times.” 

He  is  best  known  for  two  works:  the  set  of  more  than  500 
bronze  medallion  portraits  of  eminent  contemporaries 
★ 78  . 


and  the  pedimental  sculpture  of  the  Pantheon,  Paris.  The 
three  lots  offered  below  are  from  his  series  of  portrait 
medallions.  The  most  popular  (and  expensive)  of  David’s 
medals  from  this  series  are  the  politicians,  artists  and 
musicians  whose  names  are  recognizable  today.  However, 
many  of  David’s  subjects  while  well-known  in  their 
time,  have  faded  into  obscurity  today.  David  Yates,  the 
David  D’ Angers  scholar,  expressed  it  this  way  in  a recent 
telephone  conversation.  “If  David  had  been  a modern 
American  sculptor,  he  might  have  done  a portrait  medal  of 
Everett  McKinley  Dirksen,  who’s  name  most  Americans  of 
the  time  would  have  recognized.  However,  150  years  later, 
few  would  know  who  he  was.” 

The  three  medallions  of  French  revolutionary  figures 
offered  here  fall  into  this  group  of  obscure  personalities. 

For  the  collector  who  is  primarily  concerned  with 
having  representative  examples  of  David’s  work,  it  is  a 
fortunate  happenstance.  He  will  have  the  opportunity  to 
purchase  a handsome  example  of  David’s  work  without 
compromising  on  quality  and  without  having  to  spend  a 
fortune  because  the  subject  was  a famous  personality.

Reverse:  MARE  LIBERVM  (A  Free  Ocean)  above  a central 
figure  of  Neptune  standing  of  a shell  and  holding  aloft  a trident. 
On  the  back  of  the  shell  hangs  the  shields  of  Russia,  Sweden, 
DENMARK  AND  HOLLAND.

Armed  neutrality  is  defined  as  “a  wartime  condition  in  which  a 
neutral  country  arms  itself  to  defend  against  aggression  on  the 
part  of  either  belligerent.”  Betts  states  that  the  medal  was  struck 
to  commemorate  the  Treaty  of  Armed  Neutrality.  This  treaty 
was  entered  into  by  Russia,  Sweden.  Denmark  and  Holland  to 
resist  the  claims  of  England  and  to  indirectly  aid  the  American 
Colonies.  The  only  modern  auction  offering  we  can  find  for  this 
medal  was  in  the  5/21/02  B&M  sale  of  the  Lucien  LaRiviere 
Collection,  #1075,  where  an  Extremely  Fine  example  brought 
$3680.00.  (the  medal  previously  appeared  as  lot  #3579  in  B&M's 
sale  of  the  Bebee  Collection  of  August,  1987.)  Significantly,  the 
medal  was  not  represented  in  the  extensive  collection  of  Betts 
medals  belonging  to  John  J.  Ford,  Jr.  ($4000+) 

372.  LIBERTAS  AMERICANA  MEDAL,  1781.  Betts  615. 
47.7mm.  Bronze.  Augustin  Dupre,  Sc.  Extremely  Fine  with 
some  obverse  corrosion  causing  splotchy  stains  around  the  head 
of  Liberty  as  shown.  The  obverse  features  a flowing  hair  head 
of  Liberty  to  the  left,  a staff  and  Liberty  cap  behind.  Inscribed 
above  is,  LIBERTAS  AMERICANA.  In  the  exergue  is  the  date, 
4 JUIL  1776.  The  reverse  bears  the  inscription,  NON  SINE  DIIS

above  a depiction  of  the  infant  Hercules  (America)  on  his  shield- 
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shaped  cradle,  strangling  a serpent  with  each  hand.  Minerva

attack  of  the  British  lion.  In  exergue  are  the  dates  of  17  and  19 
OCT.  1777  and  1781. 

The  twin  snakes  are  representative  of  the  twin  victories  over 
the  British  generals  Burgoyne  and  Cornwallis.  The  1777  date 
refers  to  the  victory  over  Burgoyne  at  Saratoga  and  the  1781  date 
refers  to  the  final  defeat  of  the  British  armies  at  Yorktown  when 
Corwallis  surrendered  his  armies  to  Washington.  The  Yorktown 
victory  would  not  have  been  possible  had  it  not  been  for  the 
French  blockade  of  the  British  forces  on  land. 

The  Libertas  Americana  is  one  of  the  most  historic  and  desirable 
American  medals.  It  is  considered  the  most  artistic  of  our  early 
medals  and  inspired  the  design  of  the  most  desirable  examples 
of  our  early  coinage.  It  was  personally  ordered  by  Benjamin 
Franklin,  then  the  American  Minister  to  France,  to  commemorate 
the  American  victory  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  As  such,  it  is  the 
quintessential  medal  celebrating  our  freedom  as  a nation. 

When  all  the  votes  were  counted  for  Whitman’s  100  Greatest 
Tokens  and  Medals,  the  Libertas  Americana  was  elected  No.  1, 
and  by  a good  margin.  The  beauty  of  this  medal,  its  rich  history, 
and  its  inspiration  for  federal  Liberty  Cap  coinage  combine  to 
make  this  an  object  of  desire  for  many  numismatists — even  if 
collecting  medals  is  not  their  specialty.  From  our  34lh  Sale  in

The  original  reverse  die  has  the  O in  ANNO  below  the  AV  of 
D1CIV1T.  In  addition,  there  is  a very  faint  letter  “V"  after  ANNO. 
The  copy  die  has  the  O in  ANNO  below  the  VI  of  DICI VIT. 

This  Natus  Boston  obverse  die  was  first  used  on  Betts  619 
combined  with  the  Standing  Genius  reverse.  That  obverse 
quickly  became  rusted  and  the  reverse  soon  developed  a break 
in  its  center  rendering  it  useless.  That  reverse  was  then  replaced 
with  the  oak  wreath/  inscription  reverse  (offered  here).  (H-I)

These  are  always  uniface  and  made  for  the  original 
book-like  sets. 

5)  THE  BATTLE  OF  MARENGO.  68mm.  Reverse  impression, 
created  for  the  set. 

6)  PASSAGE  OF  THE  GREAT  ST.  BERNARD.  68mm.  This 
features  an  exquisite  equestrian  depiction  of  Napoleon. 

Numbers  3-6  were  made  for  inclusion  in  sets,  ca.  1810-15, 
comprised  of  a thick,  book-like  leather-on-wood  case,  with  two 
“pages”.  The  first  had  two  huge  medallions,  of  Napoleon  and 
Marie  Louise.  The  second  had  eight  medals  representing  the  age 
of  the  Revolution  and  the  Empire.  Each  medal  was  covered  with 
a glass  lunette.  Such  sets  are  now  in  the  $2000  class,  even  with 
the  “book  cover”  loose.  The  present  lot  is  an  old  assemblage  of 
the  majority  of  the  original  set’s  membership.  The  collecting  of 
Napoleonic  medals  continued  after  Waterloo  -indeed,  the  famous 
Mudie  set  dates  to  the  beginning  of  the  1820s — and  resumed 
in  France  with  vigour  after  the  collapse  of  the  Bourbon  line  in 
1830.  Cabinets  with  fitted  trays,  filled  with  originals  medals  and 
perhaps  a few  early  restrikes,  were  popular.  (H-I) 

379.  HARVARD  UNIVERSITY  PHI  BETA  KAPPA  MEDAL,  CA 
1825.  Storer  - possibly  unlisted.  28.3  x 29.3mm.  Silver.  Looped 
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at  top  as  made.  Extremely  Fine.  On  the  obverse,  the  letters  SP  (the 
initials  of  the  Latin  words  Societas  Philosophiae,)  are  enclosed 
by  an  oval  composed  of  three  rows  of  dots.  Below:  SEPTEMBER 
5TH/  178 1 (the  date  of  the  establishment  of  the  Harvard  Chapter.) 
At  bottom,  a cartouche  engraved  with  the  name  of  the  recipient, 
J./  CHISHOLM.  At  the  upper  left-hand  comer  of  the  reverse  is 
a circle  of  5 stars  around  a star  in  the  center.  A hand  in  the  lower 
right  hand  comer  points  at  the  three  Greek  letters,  <1>BK,  at  center. 

The  earliest  of  these  medals  had  three  stars  which  were  said 
to  symbolize  the  ambition  of  the  founders  and  the  three 
distinguishing  principles  of  their  Society  — friendship,  morality, 
and  learning.  Later  medals  feature  as  many  stars  as  there  were 
alpha  chapters  in  the  society.  The  sixth  star  was  added  in  1825. 
These  medals  were  given  by  the  graduating  class  to  members  in 
the  rising  senior  class. 

This  is  probably  Storer  932,  but  Storer’s  description  of  the  reverse 
is  not  complete  enough  to  be  certain.  We  are  aware  of  only  two 
modern  offerings  of  these  early  medals.  We  sold  this  very  piece 
in  our  1999  Hard  Times  Sale  (#460)  for  $166.75.  Eight  years  later 
Stacks  sold  a F/VF  example  with  5 stars  for  $920.00. 

380.  LARGE  SIZE  ERIE  CANAL  MEDAL,  1826.  81mm  White 
Metal  Published  in  England  by  Edward  Thomason.  Lightly 
tarnished  About  Uncirculated.  The  obverse  depicts  the  seated 
figures  of  Pan  and  Neptune.  To  the  left  of  Pan  is  a cornucopia  and 
in  the  right  background  is  a lighthouse  and  the  sea.  Semi-circular 
legends  above:  UNION  OF  ERIE  WITH  THE  ATLANTIC.  In 
the  center  of  the  reverse  is  the  arms  of  the  City  of  New  York.  To 
the  left,  a section  of  the  Canal  and  in  the  background  is  a sailing 
ship  and  distant  view  of  the  city.  Legend  around:  ERIE  CANAL 
COMMENCED  4 JULY  1817  COMPLETED  20  OCT.  1825. 

This  medal  is  almost  identical  in  design  to  that  the  Erie  Canal 
medal  by  Charles  Cushing  Wright  (See  HK-1).  There  has  been 
some  dispute  as  to  which  of  these  two  medals  came  first.  That 
question  can  now  be  settled  definitively.  The  C.  C.  Wright  medal 
was  the  first  made. 

In  Sir  Edward  Thomason's  Memoirs  During  Half  A Century,  Sir 
Edward  recounts  receiving  a copy  of  the  Wright  medal  from  his 
friend.  The  Duke  of  Saxe  Weimer.  He  reports  that  “His  Royal 
Highness  was  well  aware  of  the  inferiority  of  the  workmanship, 
both  as  to  the  execution  of  the  dies  and  the  making  of  the  medal; 
but  it  was  the  best  their  artist  could  do.  As  so  important  an  event 
was  worth  recording  on  a medal,  I had  a pair  of  dies  engraved, 
about  four  times  the  size,  by  one  of  my  first  artists,  the  allegory  of 
the  medal  being  exactly  a facsimile  of  theirs.”  He  concluded  that, 
“The  Americans  were  delighted  with  this  production,  and  seemed 
to  acknowledge,  without  jealousy,  the  vast  distinction  between 
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English  and  American  artists.”  (I) 

381.  EARLY  FRANKLIN  MASONIC  MEDAL,  1829.  GM-50; 
FM.M.MA.  1;  Marvin  59.  41.4mm.  Bronze.  Joseph  Pingret.  Sc. 
Choice  About  Uncirculated  with  attractive  brown  surfaces.  There 
is  an  ancient  light  scratch  on  the  cheek.  Obverse  with  a bust  of 
Franklin  to  the  left,  his  name  to  either  side.  A French  language 
legend  on  the  reverse  surrounds  an  interior  design  composed  of 
many  masonic  emblems.  At  center,  a serpent  coiled  in  a circle 
surrounds  the  masonic  emblem  of  Jehovah  in  a radiant  triangle. 
Around  the  snake  is  a compass  & square  entwined  by  olive 
branches.  There  are  seven  stars  above,  and  at  left,  a mallet  and  at 
right,  a trowel.  A thin  die  break  extends  from  the  rim  at  5:30  up 
through  the  serpent. 

Franklin  was  a member  of  the  famous  Masonic  Lodge  of  Paris 


as  were  many  other  distinguished  personalities  in  the  arts  and 
sciences.  Marvin  comments.  “The  obverse  of  this  medal  was 
muled  with  another  reverse,  not  masonic,  and  published  by 
Durand,  1819  in  the  Series  Numismatica.  The  die  of  the  Masonic 
reverse  cracked,  and  the  medal  is  rare."  A similar  piece  brought

When  this  very  medal  first  appeared  in  Woodward’s  sale  of  the 
Francis  S.  Hoffman  Sale,  in  1866  (#1531)  it  was  described  as  a 
“splendid  proof,  of  a high  degree  of  rarity,  this  being  the  only  one 
ever  offered  at  public  sale.”  The  following  lot  #1532,  the  John 
Pintard  DIED  IN  NEW  YORK  medal  in  silver  was  described  as 
rare  as  the  preceding."  Both  of  these  medals  were  apparently 
purchased  by  Charles  Bushnell  and  when  they  were  sold  by  the 
Chapmans  in  their  1882  Bushnell  Sale,  the  Pintard  medal  was 
identified  as  being  one  of  two  struck,  The  Irving  medal  was 
called  “extremely  rare”  and  was  purchased  by  Captain  Andrew 
Zabriskie.  120  years  passed  without  a silver  Irving  medal 
appearing  at  auction  until  the  Zabriskie  specimen  was  sold  by 
Sotheby's  in  1999  for  $3478.75.  It  has  passed  through  several 
other  hands  since  them  and  we  are  pleased  to  offer  it  anew.  We 
are  aware  of  only  one  other  silver  specimen  - that  appearing 
in  the  1925  Sale  of  the  W.W.C.  Wilson  Collection  as  lot  #655.

Edwin  Forrest  (1806-72)  is  considered  the  first  great  native 
born  actor  of  the  American  theater.  He  was  celebrated  in  his 
Shakespearan  roles  as  one  of  the  century’s  great  tragedians.  His 
exuberant  acting  style  carried  over  into  his  personal  behavior 
and  he  conducted  a famous  feud  with  his  rival,  the  English  actor, 
William  Charles  Macready.  The  rivalry  culminated  in  the  Astor 
Place  riot  (1849)  in  New  York  City  where  a mob  of  several 
thousand  anti-Macready/anti-British  Forrest  partisans  protested 
Macready’s  performance  and  did  battle  with  300  policemen  and 
the  militia.  The  result  was  that  thirty-one  of  the  rioters  were  killed 
and  many  more  were  injured. 

The  “Just  to  Opposers”  quotation  comes  from  a sonnet  by  James 
Lawson,  To  Andrew  Jackson."  A proof  specimen  appeared  as 
lot  #665  in  Chapman’s  1882  sale  of  the  Charles  I.  Bushnell 
Collection.  It  was  described  as,  “Extremely  Rare,  if  not  unique.  It 
realized  the  then  princely  sum  of  $1 1.50.  This  is  the  only  auction 
appearance  of  a silver  Forrest  medal  we  could  find.  According  to 
William  R.  Alger’s  Life  of  Edwin  Forrest , the  medal  was  struck  in 
copper,  tin  and  silver  - only  two  being  struck  in  the  latter  metal.

Our  consignor  states  that  a prior  owner  had  a jeweler  cut  through 
the  silver  mount  and  separate  the  two  so  that  they  could  be 
weighed.  The  silver  mount  has  been  put  back  together  expertly 
so  that  the  separation  is  only  evident  under  magnification.  The 
reported  weight  was  12  grams  of  gold  and  8 grams  of  silver 
(however  our  weighing  of  the  single  piece  came  out  to  21.3 
grams.)  Unfortunately,  the  jeweler  did  not  test  the  gold  for  purity 
and  we  have  been  unable  to  test  it  encased  in  its  mount.  If  we  had 
to  make  an  eyeball  guess,  we  would  say  14k.  However  we  give 
no  guarantees. 

Shurtleff  College,  located  in  Alton,  Illinois,  was  founded  in  1 827. 
The  school  ceased  operating  as  Shurtleff  College  on  June  30, 
1957,  when  it  became  part  of  the  Southern  Illinois  University 
system.

The  issue  of  the  protective  tariff  is  one  which  has  occupied  the 
forefront  of  almost  every  national  political  campaign  of  the  19th 
century.  In  the  later  part  of  that  century,  the  American  Protective 
Tariff  League  took  an  active  part  in  promoting  the  cause  of 
protectionism.  They  vetted  the  reliability  of  congressional 
candidates;  held  essay  contests  and  distributed  campaign 
literature  and  other  election  items.  In  1892  they  distributed  more 
than  1 million  “poetical  patty-pans”  inscribed.  “Harrison-Reid 
and  Protection”  which  were  supposedly  made  from  American 
tinplate.  In  1891  they  had  the  Whiting  Mfg.  Co.  strike  an  essay 
award  medal  using  the  same  obverse  die  used  here.  The  reverse 
die  was  the  same  except  for  the  inscription  at  the  center.  An 
uncirculated  example  in  our  last  sale  brought  $242.50. 

GRANT’S  TOMB  MEDAL,  1897.  63.5mm.  Bronze  (Tiffany 
& Co.)  Rim  marked.  “Patent  Applied  For.”  Choice  About 
Uncirculated  with  some  light  rub  on  the  high  spots.  The  obverse 
depicts  a military  bust  of  Grant  to  the  right,  his  name  around.

The  obverse 
of  the  Jubilee  medal  is  pictured  by  Forrer.  a significant  choice  as 
he  listed  several  hundred  of  Scharff’s  works.  We  sold  a similar 
example  in  our  2003  Litman  Sale  for  $563.50.

The 
more  common  smaller  struck  bronze  from  the  British  Museum 
collection  was  selected  by  Mark  Jones  in  The  Art  of  the  Medal 
to  illustrate  this  Czech  artist’s  style  and  to  show  the  influence  of 
French  art  nouveau  around  the  world.  The  large  plaque  offered 
here  was  ordered  by  the  Austrian  Society  of  the  Promotion  of 
Medallic  art  and  Glyptic  Arts  in  1908  and  exhibited  at  the 
Brussels  Salon  International  de  la  Medaille  in  1910. 

Sucharda’s  work  included  portraiture,  life  studies  of  every  day 
themes  and  the  depiction  of  myth  and  legend  as  the  Daphne  here 
depicted  in  Willow.  His  impressionistic,  almost  painterly  style 
depicts  the  transformation  of  Daphne  from  a beautiful  woman  to 
a laurel  as  her  lover  looks  on  in  despair.  The  dreamlike  quality 
of  Sucharda’s  work  conveys  both  the  beauty  of  the  transformed 
Daphne  and  the  unrequited  love  of  her  infatuated  lover. 
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Sucharda  (1866-1916)  was  a Czech  sculptor  who  learned  his 
craft  from  the  French  Artist.  Alexander  Charpentier.  He  became 
a professor  at  the  Prague  School  of  Applied  Arts  beginning  in 
1899  and  a leading  figure  in  the  Manes  Union  of  Fine  Arts  which 
was  founded  in  1887.  His  monumental  sculpture  includes  the 
Frantisek  Palacky  monument  in  Prague  as  well  as  on  several 
important  public  buildings  in  that  City.  The  Prague  City  Hall  is 
adorned  with  Sucharda's  bronzes.  He  remains  one  of  the  most 
important  and  influential  artists  in  the  art  nouveau  tradition.

Max  Bachmann  (1862-1921 ) was  born  in  Germany,  emigrated  to 
the  US  and  was  active  as  a sculptor  in  New  York  City  by  1899. 
Noted  for  his  portrait  busts,  Indian  heads,  and  allegorical  figures, 
he  had  a successful  career,  which  included  a large  commission 
for  the  Pulitzer  Building  in  New  York  for  a number  of  figures 
from  around  the  world.  (H)

scroll  of  the  law.  Behind  is  a radiant  sun.  Below  is  a nude  and 
cowering  male  figure  representing  Intolerance  defeated.  The 
surrounding  legend  reads:  COMMEMORATING  THE  250™ 
ANNIVERSARY  OF  JEWISH  SETTLEMENT  IN  THE 
UNITED  STATES. 

The  reverse  of  the  medal  features  a standing  robed  figure  of 
History  holding  a tablet  inscribed  with  the  dates  1655  and  1905 
and  protected  by  a hovering  American  eagle.  A young  tree 
taking  root,  in  American  soil  is  shown  in  the  background.  The 
surrounding  legend  is  in  Hebrew  and  has  been  freely  translated 
by  Dr.  Ira  Rezak.  “God  Gives  Birth  to  Freedom.  Righteousness 
and  Justice  are  the  Foundation  of  His  Throne”;  the  latter  phrase  is 
a variation  of  Psalms  97:2  (where  is  the  final  word).”  Dr.  Reach 
further  comments  that.  "This  medal  captures  in  both  sentiment 
and  style  the  optimistic  perspective  of  well-assimilating  American 
Jews  of  the  period  — the  perspective  of  both  the  artist  and  the 
patrons  of  the  commemorative  project,  nearly  all  of  whom  were 
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Jews  of  either  German  or  long-established  Sephardic  origin.  The 
defeat  of  Intolerance  is  presented  as  a fait  accompli ; the  then- 
current  social  reality  of  the  millions  of  newly  arriving  poor  and 
persecuted  eastern  European  immigrants  is  not  in  evidence.” 


Only  284  piece  medals  were  struck  in  bronze  along  with  36  in 
silver  and  2 in  gold.  This  was  Isidore  Konti’s  first  medallic  effort. 
Unfortunately,  only  two  other  medals  have  been  attributed  to  his 
talented  hand:  the  Isidor  Memorial  Medal,  a prize  commissioned 
by  the  National  Academy  of  Design  in  1907;  and  There’s  No 
Place  Like  Home  in  1910.  Commissioned  by  the  Circle  of  Friends 
of  the  Medallion.  (H-I)

When  we  offered  this  very  medals  in  our  2005  Auction  75,  (lot 
#397  - $3795.00.)  we  had  an  extended  discussion  concerning 
which  artist  deserved  credit  for  the  medal.  Many  authorities  have 
credited  it  to  Saint-Gaudens.  Dryfhout  did  so  without  reservation. 
Susan  Luftschein  and  D.  Wayne  Johnson  gave  generous  credit 
to  Frances  Grimes,  stating  that  she  did  the  actual  modeling,  but 
under  the  direction  of  Saint-Gaudens.  Implicit  in  this  description 
of  the  creation  of  this  medallion  is  the  contention  that  the  design 
was  created  by  the  master  and  was  executed  under  the  closest  of 
supervision  by  the  student.  On  the  other  hand.  Bob  Mueller,  a 
respected  art  historian  from  New  York  City  and  president  of  the 
board  of  the  Cornish  Colony  Museum,  made  a compelling  case 
that  this  medal  was  more  the  work  of  Miss  Grimes  with  critical, 
but  secondary  assistance  by  Saint-Gaudens. 

It  would  have  been  nice  if  the  question  could  have  been  settled 
by  the  artist  having  placed  his/  her/  their  signature  on  the  medal. 
However,  we  are  not  so  blessed.  Since  both  Saint-Gaudens  and 
Frances  Grimes  signed  almost  all  of  their  medals,  the  lack  of 
even  one  of  their  signatures  gives  rise  to  yet  more  unanswered 
questions. 

Mueller’s  research  did  answer  the  question  about  the  recipients 
of  the  medal.  His  research  showed  that  it  was  initially  awarded 
to  eighth  grade  and  high  school  students  for  the  best  competitive 
essays  on  Civil  Service  Reform  subjects.  In  addition  the  medals 
were  subsequently  given  out  by  other  organizations  to  both 
schools  and  individuals. 

In  spite  of  this  seeming  multiplicity  of  recipients,  the  number  of 
these  medals  that  have  actually  surfaced  are  few  and  far  between. 
To  this  date,  we  can  account  for  only  six  medals.

Carl  Schurz  (1829-1906)  lived  one  of  the  most  fascinating  and 
varied  public  lives  in  the  second  half  of  the  19"'  century.  Born  in 
Germany,  he  was  active  in  the  1 848  Revolution.  In  185 1 . he  was  in 
Paris  as  a correspondent  for  German  journal  and  afterward  spent 
a year  teaching  in  London.  He  came  to  the  US  in  1852,  stayed 
3 years  in  Philadelphia  before  settling  in  Waterloo.  Wisconsin. 
In  1856.  he  delivered  speeches  in  German  in  support  of  the 
Republicans.  After  running  unsuccessfully  for  Lt.  Governor, 
he  moved  to  Milwaukee  and  began  the  practice  of  law.  He  was 
active  in  the  1860  Presidential  campaign  with  the  result  that 
President  Lincoln  appointed  him  Minister  to  Spain.  He  resigned 
to  enter  the  Army,  where  he  rose  to  the  rank  of  Major  General  and 
participated  in  the  battles  of  Second  Bull  Run.  Chancellorsville, 
Gettysburg  and  Chattanooga.  After  the  war.  Schurz’  life  was  just 
as  varied  and  fulfilling.  In  1867  he  was  the  editor  of  a German 
language  newspaper  in  St.  Louis:  1869-75.  U.S.  Senator  from 
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Missouri;  1877;  Secretary  of  the  Interior  under  Hayes,  1881; 
Editor  of  the  New  York  Post  and  President  of  the  Civil  Service 
Reform  League.  Throughout  all  of  this  time,  he  was  actively 
lecturing  and  writing,  publishing  a volume  of  speeches  and  a 
“Life  of  Henry  Clay.”  He  is  the  author  of  the  oft-cited  quotation, 
"Our  country  right  or  wrong”  which  is  almost  always  given  in 
this  shortened  form.  The  full  quotation  is,  “My  country  right  or 
wrong.  When  right,  to  be  kept  right;  when  wrong  to  be  put  right.” 
He  died  in  1906  (of  exhaustion?) 

The  U.S.  Mint  struck  150  of  these  medals  in  the  years  1907&8. 
We  sold  a choice  Uncirculated  example  in  our  last  sale  for 
$506.00.

Horace  Henry  (1944-1928)  made  his  fortune  in  the  railroad 
industry  supervising  the  construction  of  rail  tracks  in  the 
Midwest  and  Far  west.  He  moved  his  family  to  Seattle  in  the 
1890’s  and  soon  became  one  of  its  leading  citizens.  Henry 
began  collecting  art  in  the  early  1890  and  built  a wing  on  his 
Capitol  Hill  mansion  to  exhibit  his  holdings  to  the  public.  The 
Henry  name  is  remembered  today  because  of  his  founding  of 
the  Henry  Art  Gallery  at  the  University  of  Washington,  the  first 
public  art  museum  in  the  state  of  Washington,  Henry  donated 
his  magnificent  172  Collection  to  it  and  gave  substantially  to  its 
endowment. 

Richard  Edwin  Brooks  was  a noted  sculptor  who  did  a series 
of  portrait  plaques  on  all  the  Boston  mayors  in  the  1 9th  century. 
The  set  is  on  display  at  the  Mayor’s  office  in  Boston.  Brooks 
is  probably  best  known  for  his  statues  of  Charles  Carroll  of 
Carrollton  and  John  Hansen  that  are  on  display  at  the  U.S. 
Capitol  building.  Judging  from  the  two  Henry  plaques,  his  fine 
reputation  as  a portrait  artist  was  well-deserved.  (G)

The  Rowfant  Club  in  Cleveland,  is  an  association  founded  in 
1892,  whose  members  are  interested  in  “primarily  the  critical 
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stud\  of  books  in  their  various  capacities  to  please  the  mind  of 
man."  The  club  w as  named  for  Rowfant,  the  home  of  Frederick 
Looker-Lampson  (1821-95).  near  Crawley,  Sussex,  England. 
Locker-Lampson.  a writer  of  light  verse,  was  a leading  book 
collector  of  his  time.  The  medal  was  commissioned  by  Ambrose 
Swasey.  founder  of  Cleveland's  Warner  & Swasey  Co.,  and 
presented  to  the  Club's  members.  A total  of  1 70  bronze  medals 
were  struck  by  the  U.S.  Mint  - one  for  each  member  of  the  club.. 


The  figure  of  Columbia  featured  on  this  reverse  should  be 
familiar  to  students  of  Brenner's  work  as  it  is  almost  identical  to 
the  mother  figure  on  Brenner's  Motherhood  medal  for  the  1911 
Circle  of  the  Friends  of  the  Medallion  medal.  (G)

Henri  Weil  ( 1867-1949)  and  his  brother  Felix  ( 1869-1958)  were 
the  founders  of  Medallic  Art  Company,  Henri  first  worked  for 
the  Deitsch  Brothers  in  NYC  where  he  was  employed  casting 
the  silver  trimmings  for  their  product  line  of  ladies'  leather 
handbags.  When  Henri  learned  of  the  Janvier  reducing  machine, 
he  influenced  his  employers  to  acquire  one.  Henri  was  trained 
to  operate  it  at  the  Janvier  factory  and  returned  from  Paris  with 
the  first  Janvier  imported  to  America.  The  following  year,  that 
Janvier  pantograph  was  used  to  cut  dies  - first  in  America!  - for 
the  Henry  Wadsworth  Longfellow  Medal  from  Boston  sculptor 
Bela  Pratt's  models,  to  be  struck  by  Tiffany  & Co. 

Previously  Henri  Weil  was  a "sculptor’s  assistant"  and  was 
among  the  “in  crowd”  of  NYC  sculptors.  He  assisted  sculptor 
friends  in  preparing  their  coin  models  before  they  sent  these  to 
the  Philadelphia  Mint.  He  did  this  15  times  - most  notably  for 
St-Gaudens’  1907  gold  coin  models  - for  Victor  Brenner  and  his 
Lincoln  cent.  Fraser’s  Buffalo  nickel.  Weinman’s  Mercury  dime 
and  Liberty  half  dollar,  and  ten  times  more  for  commemorative 
half  dollars.  Documented  in  the  new  book  on  St-Gaudens  by 
Michael  Moran.  Striking  Change,  Weil’s  portrait  appears  on  page 
224. 

Brother  Felix  continued  working  with  a partner  (Jules  Edouard 
Roine)  in  a sculpture  shop,  often  furnishing  models  for  Henri 
to  make  dies  and  strike  medals,  the  brothers  soon  bought  the 
reducing  machine  and  the  name  Medallic  Art  Company  from 
the  Deitsch  brothers  in  1909.  The  brothers  ran  the  business  until 
1929  when  it  was  sold  to  Clyde  Trees,  the  business  manager 
whom  they  hired  in  1919. 

Sculptor,  medalist  Jeno  Juszko  (1880- 1 954)  was  born  in  Hungary 
and  came  to  America  1906.  His  first  medallic  commission  was 
for  coin  dealer  Thomas  Elder  (1874-1948)  who  wanted  to  issue  a 
series  of  plaques  of  famous  “Immortals”  - presidents  and  rulers, 
poets  and  authors,  musicians  and  composers.  His  first  was  of 
George  Washington,  issued  in  1909.  Juszko  quickly  became  a 
client  of  the  Weils 

His  first  was  of  George  Washington,  issued  in  1909.  From  this 
Juszko  was  drawn  to  the  medallic  work  of  the  Weil  brothers 
almost  immediately,  creating  his  first  medal,  struck  by  them  in 
1911. 

The  following  year  he  prepared  two  portrait  reliefs  of  physicians 
electrogalvanically  cast  by  the  Weils.  Thus  the  undated  Weil 
portrait  galvano  reliefs  here  were  modeled  by  Juszko  sometime 
near  1912  based  on  the  reliefs’  similarity  of  style.  The  incise 
inscription  on  Henri’s  portrait  relief  reads  "To  My  Friend  Henri 
Weil”  undoubtedly  a gift  of  the  artist  to  a fellow  artisan  in  the 
medallic  field.  The  wife’s  relief  gives  her  name  in  typical  raised- 
letter  legend  form.  While  no  records  exist  to  document  this,  these 
galvanos  were  unquestionably  made  by  the  Weils  themselves.

Morgan  was  presented  with  a 
gold  specimen  (now  in  the  Morgan  Library)  while  100  silver  and 
200  bronze  medals  were  struck  by  Whitehead  & Hoag.  We  sold 
another  AU  example  in  our  last  sale  for  $805.00.

This  award  was  instituted  in  1913  and  continues  to  the  present.

All  of  the  literature  states  that 
it  was  awarded  in  gold  - yet  we  have  handled  a number  of 
named  examples  in  bronze!  John  J.  Albright  was  a well-known 
industrialist  and  philanthropist  from  Buffalo,  NY.

Choice  About  Uncirculated.  The  obverse  portrays  a central  bust 
of  Harriman  to  the  left.  In  a semi  circle  above  is  the  legend: 
EDWARD  H.  HARRIMAN  MEMORIAL  MEDAL.  Flanking 
the  bust  is  the  inscription:  AWARDED  BY  THE/  AMERICAN 
MVSEVM/  OF  SAFETY  TO.  Below  the  bust  is  inscribed  the 
name  of  the  awardee:  ATLANTIC  COASTLINE  RAILROAD 
COMPANY/  GROUP  A RAILROADS.  The  reverse  depicts 
a trainman  carrying  two  lanterns  and  a flak  walking  the  rails.

Barbara  Baxter  believes  this  to  be  Fraser’s  best  work.  In  the 
Beaux-Arts  Medal  in  America,  she  comments  that  “Fraser’s

finest  medal,  the  Harriman  Memorial  medal  of  the  American 
Museum  of  Safety,  illustrates  his  ability  to  blend  successfully 
contemporary  realism  and  Renaissance  tradition.  Once  again  he 
employs  the  Quattrocento  format  of  a bust  surrounded  by  simple 
lettering  for  the  obverse,  while  on  the  reverse  he  depicts  a track 
walker  in  contemporary  garb  striking  along  the  rails.  The  realism 
of  this  treatment  of  the  theme  of  railroad  safety  contrasts  sharply 
with  Weinman’s  symbolic  representation  of  the  same  subject 
on  the  U.S.  Lifesaving  medal.  Fraser’s  textured  modeling  of 
the  reverse  of  the  Harriman  medal,  also  used  effectively  on  his 
portraits  of  Roosevelt,  adds  to  the  vigor  of  the  towering  figure, 
which  is  barely  contained  within  the  space  on  the  tondo.”

The  medal  is  finished  in  a black  patina  with  the  underlying 
bronze  color  showing  through  in  a very  few  areas  where  there  is 
rub  on  the  high  points.

Our  friend,  the  Manship  scholar,  Bob  Mueller  has  described  the 
Saint  Joan  medal  as  follows.  “The  obverse  displays  a majestic 
Saint  Joan  on  horseback,  clad  for  battle,  her  legs  straight  forward 
in  the  saddle  and  in  her  left  hand  carrying  a long  flowing  banner 
emblazoned  with  fleur-de-lis.  Her  horse  prances  in  anticipation, 
with  its  right  front  leg  raised  high  pawing  the  air  while  an  angel 
hovers  above  her  like  some  heavenly  squire  offering  a heavy 
broadsword.  Again  the  fleurs-de-lis  appear,  bracketing  the 
inscribed  'JEANNE  D'ARC’.  The  reverse,  on  the  other  hand, 
compared  to  the  heraldic  grandeur  of  the  obverse  is  grim  in  its 
unforgiving  portrayal  of  Saint  Joan  praying  at  the  stake.  As

m the  Konti  medal,  the  ring  of  dots  seems  an  aura,  only  this 
time  of  holiness  rather  than  one  of  love  and  magical  bonds.  A 
hand  descends  from  heaven  to  crown  her  with  a laurel  as  the 
flames  rise  around  her  in  acknowledgement  of  her  holy  victory. 
The  inscription:  "LA  V1ERGE  HEROIQUE  ET  MATYRE 
MCCCCXXXI.”  borders  the  rim  and  further  draws  the  eye 
inward  toward  the  suffering  figure  of  the  saint." 

"The  Saint  Joan  is  Manship’s  effort  to  create  the  look  of  a 
Renaissance  cast  medal.  Harry  Rand  relates  how  Manship  set 
about  doing  this.  "To  achieve  his  effects,  Manship  first  formed  a 
rough  plasticine  model  from  which  was  taken  a plaster  mold;  a 
considerable  amount  of  detail  was  carved  into  this  plaster  before 
a positive  caser  was  taken  and  corrections  were  also  made  in  the 
second  cast.  This  process  was  repeated  - possible  through  several 
molds,  and  casts,  with  continual  refinements  introduced  to 
sharpen  the  clarity,  composition,  and  detail  of  the  whole  - before 
a model  was  presented  to  the  founder  for  casting  in  bronze.  In 
order  to  impose  the  discipline  of  forcing  concentrated  details  into 
a restricted  area,  Manship  used  small  models  than  other  sculptors 
had.  even  though  his  models  were  to  be  reduced  mechanically  for 
striking.  Walker  Hancock  recalled  that  "the  model  for  the  Jeanne 
ci Arc  Medal,  for  example,  was  only  six  inches  in  diameter.  The 
effect  of  technique  upon  style  was  a constant  concern.” 

Mueller  relates  an  interesting  story  concerning  the  Saint  Joan 
medal  and  Isabel  Stewart  Gardner  who  was  the  reigning  queen  of 
Boston  society.  Manship  presented  her  with  a copy  of  the  medal 
of  which  she  became  immediately  enamored  and  in  an  effusive 
letter  of  thanks  wrote  to  the  sculptor:  "I  carry  it  around  with  me 
everywhere,  my  paperweight.'  Looking  at  it  and  feeling  it  give 
me  so  much  pleasure.  Oh  it  is  too  beautiful!  Jeanne  d'Arc  is  one 
I love  and  this  is  the  best  of  her  I know...  I do  not  need  a reminder 
of  you.  whom  I have  so  near  my  heart.  May  the  future  bring  us 
oftener  together.” 

The  medallion  offered  here  is  identical  to  the  71.6mm  medal 
which  is  considered  the  final  product  of  his  work.  Murtha  notes 
the  existence  of  a 6”  diameter  “bronze  model”  (we  suspect  his 
measurement  is  not  precise.)  The  example  cited  by  Murtha  is  the 
only  other  example  known  to  us  (although  it  is  quite  possible  that 
John  Manship  also  has  one.)

One  would  think  that  if  this  medal  was 
meant  to  raise  funds,  that  it  would  show  up  at  public  auction  with 
some  frequency  (as  with  Manship's  Prussian  Kultur  medal!)  but 
that  it  not  the  case  here.

Baxter  comments  that  this  medal  is  particularly  noteworthy  for

This  is  the  same  basic  design  as  appears  on  the  smaller  Bulkeley 
Tribute  Medal  except  that  there  is  no  legend  around  the  wreath 
on  the  reverse.  The  Aetna  archives  has  no  specific  reference  to 
this  large  size  plaque,  but  they  were  able  to  provide  us  with  the 
information  that  Joel  English  was  a senior  management  figure  in 
1916,  having  been  employed  by  the  firm  for  50  years.  No  doubt 
these  handsome  5 1/4”  plaques  were  presented  to  senior  officers 
or  to  those  employees  with  50  years  of  service.

Morgan  Gardner  Bulkeley  was  the  son  of  the  founder  of  the 
Aetna  Life  and  Casualty  Company  and  was  the  firm’s  first 
president  from  1879-1922.  In  baseball,  he  was  the  first  president 
of  the  National  League  (1876).  He  later  became  interested  in 
politics  and  was  Governor  of  Connecticut  ( 1889-1893)  and  later 
U.S.  Senator  from  that  sate  (1905-191 1 ).  (We  previously  sold  this 
medal  (from  the  Neil  MacNeil  Collection)  in  our  2006  Fauver

Reverse  - a collaboration  between 
French  and  Augustus  Lukeman,  with  Lukeman  responsible 
for  its  execution.  (MACO).  Choice  About  Uncirculated  with 
just  a hint  of  rub  on  the  high  spots.  Obverse  with  a classical 
female  head  to  the  right.  The  reverse  portrays  a standing  nude 
male  figure  holding  an  urn  on  his  shoulder,  out  of  which  pours 
a stream  of  water.  Across  the  bottom  half,  a five  line  inscription 
commemorates  the  completion  of  the  aqueduct. 
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This  medal  has  been  long  thought  to  be  an  issue  of  the  ANS. 
However,  Scott  Miller  finds  no  evidence  of  this.  “The  circular 
announcing  publication  of  this  medal  was  issued  by  The  Mayor’s 
Catskill  Aqueduct  Celebration  Committee.  Ten  silver  and  six 
bronze  medals  were  presented  to  certain  individuals  associated 
with  the  aqueduct.  The  medal  committee  consisted  of  Robert  W. 
De  Forest,  Edward  Hagamen  Hall,  Edward  T.  Newell,  John  B. 
Pine  and  Arthur  Williams.  While  some  members  of  the  committee 
were  also  associated  with  the  Society,  all  indication  is  that  this 
medal  was  not  published  by  or  in  association  with  the  A.N.S. 
Unlike  most  other  medals  published  by  or  with  the  approval  of 
the  Society,  its  seal  is  not  included  in  the  design.  The  publication 
circular  does  not  indicate  any  mention  of  the  Society  except  as 
recipient  of  payment  for  the  medals.  Finally,  examination  of  the 
Society’s  medal  sale  book  reveals  the  following  notation  for  this 
medal:  “Not  issued  by  this  Society  - and  we  disposed  of  13  silver 
and  70  bronze  copies”. 

The  beauty  of  this  piece  was  recognized  long  ago  when  the 
Medal  lie  Art  Company  adopted  it  for  their  logo.  The  medal  had  a 
very  limited  issue;  only  23  silver  and  76  bronze  medals  were  cast, 
making  it  one  of  the  most  elusive  in  the  marketplace.

This  is  apparently  an  extremely  rare  medal.  It  is  not  mentioned  at 
all  in  Harry  Rand’s  comprehensive  work  on  Manship.  although 
he  does  cite  a “souvenir  bronze  Victory  Pin  honoring  the  Allied 
triumph;  it  was  sold  for  one  dollar  and  all  proceeds  went  to  the 
Art  War  Relief.”  The  medal  is  also  not  mentioned  by  the  even 
more  comprehensive  Manship  catalogue  raisonne  by  Edwin 
Murtha,  although  he,  too,  mentions  the  Victory  pin.  We  have 
found  references  to  the  effect  that  this  piece  was  sold  for  $15.00 
with  proceeds  to  the  Art  War  Relief  committee. 

There  are  apparently  at  least  two  and  possible  three  different 
finishes  We  have  seen  several  examples  with  a distinctly  green 
patina.  That  offered  here  is  in  a patina  that  is  almost  black.  We 
last  sold  an  example  eleven  years  ago  in  our  1999  Centola  Sale 
(#443)  where  a VF/XF  specimen  brought  $825.00. 


According  to  Miller,  “The  model  for  the  eagle  design  by  animalier 
Eli  Harvey  was  approved  by  William  T.  Hornaday,  Director  of  the 
New  York  Zoological  Park  (Adelson  p.  215).  The  design  itself 
originated  with  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  Wiliam  G.  McAdoo. 
The  design  of  this  medal  was  used  by  the  Bankers  Trust  Company 
in  their  Third  Liberty  Loan  Circular,  with  a large  bronze  plaque

They  were  the  young  children  of  Van  Lear  Black,  a Baltimore 
businessman.  He  was  a member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
Consolidated  Coal  Company  (which  named  one  of  its  company 
towns  (Van  Lear.  Kentucky)  after  him.  He  was  also  the  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  the  Baltimore  Sun  newspaper  company  from 
1914  until  his  death  in  1930. 

Edward  Berge  was  a Baltimore  sculptor/  medalist.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  National  Sculpture  Society  and  won  a bronze 
medal  at  the  1901  Pan  American  Exposition:  gold  and  bronze 
medals  at  the  Saint  Louis  World's  Fair,  1904  and  a bronze  medal 
at  the  Panama  Pacific  Exposition.  (G)

This  change  is  reflected  in  Fuch’s  work;  whereas  the  Boar  War 
medal  depicts  war  and  its  resultant  deaths  in  sentimental  terms, 
the  World  War  I medal  depicts  it  as  something  more  graphic  and 
personal.” 

This  medal  was  issued  by  Cartier  and  struck  to  commemorate 
the  Treaty  of  Versailles  marking  the  end  of  World  War  I.  Miller 
also  notes  that,  “Fuchs  had  previously  submitted  a design  to  the 
American  Numismatic  Society  for  its  Peace  medal.

Formed  in  I860,  the  Philadelphia  Sketch  Cluh  is  America’s  oldest 
artist  run  organization.  According  to  its  website,  "it  is  an  active 
regional  arts  education  center  that  holds  workshops,  exhibitions, 
and  a permanent  collection  of  American  Art  from  the  late  19th 
and  early  to  mid  20th  centuries.” 

Since  1865  it  has  sponsored  a small  oils  exhibition  which  attracts 
many  established  and  emerging  artists.  The  exhibition  w'as 
originally  organized  so  artists  could  display  small  versions  of 
their  w ork  with  the  hope  that  patrons  would  order  larger  paintings. 
In  1921.  Mackenzie,  a member  of  the  Club,  was  commissioned  to 
execute  an  award  medal  which  would  be  presented  to  the  winner. 

Paulette  Van  Roekens.  a Philadelphia  artist  known  for 
Impressionist  landscapes,  scene  of  daily  life  and  still  lifes. 
exhibited  widely  throughout  the  United  States  and  won  numerous 
awards.  Among  them  was  this  Sketch  Club  medal  which  she 
received  in  1922.

This  is  the  Prep  oldest  and  most  distinguished 
medal.  It  is  awarded  every  year  to  the  senior,  “who  has  most 
distinguished  himself  by  scholastic  success  and  who.  by  his 
interest  and  helpfulness  in  school  activities  has  contributed  in  a 
marked  degree  to  the  life  of  the  students.”  Although  the  medal 
itself  does  not  bear  his  name,  the  school  refers  to  this  as  “The 
Hamilton  Medal"  after  its  benefactor,  George  E.  Hamilton,  who 
established  the  award  in  1923.  According  to  a school  official,  the 
medal  was  awarded  in  solid  gold  “....  Until  1930  or  so,  when  the 
school  switched  to  plated.”  ($1750+)

Mary  Wiiliamson  Averell  Harriman(  185 1-1932)  was  a noted 
philanthropist  and  the  wife  of  railroad  magnate  E.  H.  Harriman. 
Her  charitable  interests  were  wide  and  varied  and  were 
concentrated  in  the  arts.  In  order  to  provide  experience  for 
young  American  musicians  unable  as  yet  to  secure  positions 
with  established  orchestras,  she  founded,  in  1920,  and  became 
president  of  the  American  Orchestral  Society,  contributing  to  it 
an  estimated  one  million  dollars  over  the  next  decade.  For  her 
“great  service  to  the  music-loving  people  of  New  York”  through 
this  organization  she  was  awarded  a gold  medal  by  the  National 
Institute  of  Social  Sciences  in  1925. 

This  award  was  instituted  in  1913  and  continues  to  the  present. 
A spirited  medal  by  the  acclaimed  woman  sculptor  before  her 
marriage  to  James  Earle  Fraser..  ($2750.00+)

Dr.  Edward  Livingston  Trudeau,  MD,  (1848-1915)  was  a doctor 
who  established  the  Adirondack  Cottage  Sanitarium  at  Saranac 
Lake,  NY  for  treatment  of  tuberculosis.  He  was  diagnosed  with 
tuberculosis  in  1873.  Following  the  conventional  thinking  he 
sought  a change  of  climate  and  went  to  live  in  the  Adirondacks. 
Spending  as  much  time  as  possible  in  the  open;  he  subsequently 
regained  his  health.  In  1876  he  moved  to  Saranac  Lake  and 
established  a medical  practice, 

In  1 882,  Trudeau  organized  the  Saranac  Laboratory  for  the  Study 
of  Tuberculosis  (later  renamed  The  Trudeau  Institute),  the  first 
laboratory  in  the  United  States  for  the  study  of  tuberculosis. 
The  laboratory  continues  to  study  infectious  diseases  to  this 
day.  In  1 884,  he  founded  the  Adirondack  Cottage  Sanitarium  as 
a tuberculosis  sanitarium.  Its  name  was  changed  to  the  Trudeau 
Sanitarium  after  his  death  in  1915.  The  Trudeau  Sanatorium 
closed  in  1954,  after  the  discovery  of  effective  antibiotic 
treatments  for  tuberculosis.

Henry  Marion  Howe  (1848-1922),  a native  of  Boston,  was 
educated  at  Harvard  and  MIT.  He  held  executive  positions  with 
several  steel  mills  and  with  copper  and  nickel  plants  served 
as  a metallurgical  consultant,  and  later  became  Professor  of 
Metallurgy  at  Columbia  University.  The  American  Society 
for  Steel  Treating  was  formed  in  1920.  The  Howe  medal  was 
established  in  1923  and,  in  its  form  as  described  above,  was 
presented  until  1933  when  the  ASST  changed  ils  name  to  the 
American  Society  for  Metals  (ASM).  The  Howe  medal  was  then 
redesigned  by  Hendrick  Hitborn  of  the  R.  Wallace  & Sons  Co. 
and  the  Spicer-Simson  design  was  retired. 

This  is  a rare  medal!  The  medal  is  not  represented  in  the  inventory 
of  the  University  of  Miami  which  houses  the  extensive  Spicer- 
Simson  Collection  of  portrait  medallions  given  to  the  school  by 
the  artist's  widow.  An  extensive  web  search  failed  to  garner  even 
one  hit  for  this  medal!  (G)

We  have  been  unable  to  discover  anything  about  the  history  of 
this  attractive  plaque.  McHench,  an  obscure  but  talented  sculptor, 
was  employed  by  MACO  for  a few  pieces  of  medallic  work,  but 
relatively  nothing  is  known  about  him  either.  We  can  say  that  this 
piece  is  relatively  rare  and  should  be  a desirable  addition  to  the 
collection  of  any  Franklin  specialist.  (G)

and  defeated.  The  wind  tries  in  vain  to  raise  a barrier  against  the 
spread  and  trembling  wings,  while  the  insane  fury  of  the  storm 
hurls  lightning  and  veils  the  moon  and  stars  in  mist  and  rain,  but 
the  Lone  Eagle  goes  on.” 

In  1973,  the  Society  of  Medalists  decided  to  strike  all  new 
issues  in  .999  silver  as  well  as  Bronze.  The  first  40  issues  were 
also  struck  in  silver  and  offered  anew  to  Society  members. 
The  edition  limit  was  set  at  700.  This  new  marketing  venture 
was  not  as  successful  as  anticipated  with  the  result  that  silver 
stri kings  were  discontinued  in  1980.  The  actual  number  of  silver 
specimens  struck  for  individual  medals  varied  from  25  to  250. 
The  Lindbergh  medal  proved  to  be  the  most  popular  of  all  the 
silver  offerings  - 250  were  struck.  (G)

Alpha  Omega  ( Q)  is  a professional  Jewish  dental  fraternity 
and  the  oldest  international  dental  organization.  It  was  founded 
in  Baltimore.  Maryland  in  1907  by  a group  of  dental  students 
originally  to  fight  discrimination  in  dental  schools.  The 
headquarters  is  currently  located  in  Glen  Rock.  NJ. 

The  sculptor.  Louis  Rosenthal  ( 1888-1964)  was  born  in  Lithuania. 


His  original  name  was  Leon  Chatel.  He  emigrated  to  America 
in  1907  and  studied  with  Ephriam  Keyser  in  Baltimore.  He  was 
elected  to  membership  in  the  National  Sculpture  Society.  His 
best  known  medal  was  the  Burton-Levin  Refugee  Union  of  Faith 
plaquette  executed  in  1909.  This  medal  certainly  rivals  the  Union 
of  Faith  plaquette  in  artistic  merit  and  it  is  considerably  scarcer. 
It  is  only  the  third  he  have  offered.  We  last  sold  an  AU  specimen

John  Polachek  is  not  a name  well  known  to  numismatists.  A 
Hungarian  immigrant  w'ho  came  to  America  in  1892  at  age  20, 
ten  years  later  he  was  employed  by  Tiffany  Studios  to  start  a 
bronzework  division  to  produce  bases  for  the  firm’s  lamps.  In 
1910,  he  left  Tiffany  Studios  to  start  his  own  firm.  Polachek 
Bronze  and  Iron  Company.  Among  the  wide  variety  of  bronze 
and  iron  products  produced  by  his  firm  w'ere  a series  of  four  bas 
reliefs  made  in  1919  for  the  sculptor,  Allen  Newman.  The  reliefs 
were  portraits  of  Woodrow  Wilson.  Theodore  Roosevelt:  General 
Pershing  and  Marshall  Foch.  Each  were  issued  in  three  sizes. 

Polachek  was  an  aggressive  entrepreneur  and  over  time  through 
mergers  and  acquisitions,  built  his  fledgling  business  into  a 
bronze  colossus  by  absorbing  ten  of  his  competitors  into  his 
newly  renamed  General  Bronze  Corporation.  Among  the  acquired 
firms  were  the  Roman  Bronze  Works  - the  pre-eminent  American 
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foundry  producing  bronze  sculpture  (1920)  and  in  1928,  the 
bronze  works  business  of  Tiffany  Studios,  his  old  employer. 

Franz  Eue  (1888-1937)  was  a German  medallist  who  executed 
a number  of  fine  World  War  1 medals.  He  then  emigrated  to  the 
United  States  in  the  early  1920’s  and  established  his  reputation 
here  as  a quality  engraver  of  medals. 

It  is  a pity  that  the  Polachek/  General  Bronze  firm  did  not  do  more 
items  of  numismatic  interest  as  this  example  of  their  work  is  a 
superb  piece  of  medallic  art.  But  this  is  as  would  be  expected  - 
Time  Magazine,  in  its  December  5,  1927  issue  commented  that, 
“So  excellent  was  his  work  that  orders  soon  came  from  banks, 
theaters,  public  buildings.  Architects  as  far  away  as  Montreal, 
Tokyo  and  Buenos  Aires  commissioned  him  to  reproduce  his 
designs.”

From  1933  to  1935  Richard  B.  Black  served  in  Admiral  Byrd’s 
second  Antarctic  expedition  as  a civilian  in  charge  of  the  East 
Base  in  Little  America,  for  which  he  received  the  Navy's 
Special  Silver  Medal.  Over  the  next  30  years  he  served  in  four 
other  Antarctic  explorations  and  was  an  active  duty  officer  for 
Antarctic  planning. 

In  May  of  1935,  the  American  Guernsey  Cattle  Club  held  its 
annual  meeting  at  the  Hotel  Commodore  in  NYC.  In  recognition 
of  his  taking  several  dairy  cows  along  on  the  expedition,  the 
club  awarded  Admiral  Byrd  a gold  medal  at  a luncheon  on  May 
15.  Individually  named  medals  were  engraved  and  awarded  to 
expedition  members  and  other  in  attendance  at  the  luncheon  were 
awarded  similar  commemorative  medals.  Also  in  attendance  was 
Klondike  Iceberg,  a 1,100  pound  bull  and  Foremost  Southern 
Girl,  a 1 .200  pound  cow,  bovine  members  of  the  expedition.  No 
mention  was  made  of  their  being  awarded  medals  too.  In  our 
2008  78'h  Sale,  we  sold  a similar  silver  plated  medal  named  to  the 
scientist  Alton  Lindsey  for  $345.00. 
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Dr.  Flexner  was  a pathologist  and  served  as  Director  of  the 
Rockefeller  Institute  of  Medical  Research  from  1903  until  his 
retirement  in  1935.

The  obverse  and  most  of  the  reverse  was  originally  executed  by 
Monier  in  1930  (see  CGI  3:258E.)  it  was  part  of  a set  of  eight 
medals  commissioned  by  the  Paris  Mint  for  the  1931  Colonial 
and  International  Exhibition  in  Paris.

The  Gold  Star  Awardees  were  selected  by  a national  ballot 
sponsored  by  the  Mars  Corporation.  It  was  basically  a popularity 
contest  for  youngsters  in  the  entertainment  industry.  In  1954, 
Brandon  de  Wilde  was  12  years  old  and  had  just  made  his  mark 
in  the  movie  Shane.  (H)

article.  Paul  Manship’ s Medallic  Mythology,  Manship  scholar, 
Robert  Mueller  describes  this  medal  as  follows: 

"The  obverse  presents  a standing  Pallas  Athene  patron  goddess  of 
literature,  art  and  industry,  helmeted  and  wearing  the  aegis  over 
her  chiton.  In  her  left  hand  she  holds  the  laurel  of  recognized 
achievement  and  with  her  right  she  touches  the  base  of  a lamp 
symbolizing  knowledge  and  enlightenment.  This  lamp  stands 
upon  a pylon  rising  from  the  plinth  upon  which  Athena  stands. 
This  representation,  as  Manship  would  have  been  aware, 
resembled  the  celebrated  statue  of  the  goddess  by  Phidas  that  was 
in  the  Parthenon.  The  reverse  of  this  medal,  as  with  so  many  of 
Manship’s  works  of  this  period  is  a wonderful  treatment  of  his 
seemingly  endless  array  of  a ribbons  and  panels.  The  dexterity 
and  variety  of  these  when  viewed  together  is  astounding. 
Originally  conceived  as  an  annual  award,  this  medal  has  been 
presented  only  13  times  to  date  since  its  creation." 

This  medal  is  awarded  to  members  of  the  Century  Club 
(Centurions)  for  “Distinguished  service  to  the  Association."  The 
organization  is  also  responsible  for  a number  of  other  medals 
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honoring  some  of  its  most  esteemed  members.  We  are  aware  of 
the  following:

With  the  exception  of  the  Choate  medal,  all  of  the  Century 
Association  medals  are  rare.  We  have  never  before  seen  this 
medal  by  Manship  and  the  fact  that  Murtha  misidentified  it  as 
the  club's  “service  Medal”  (as  did  the  Smithsonian  and  the  Luce 
Foundation)  is  further  tribute  to  elusive  nature.  ($1250+)

14k  mark  is  incused 
at  bottom.  The  medal  is  housed  in  a Medallic  Art  Company 
leather  presentation  box  gilt  stamped  on  top:  THE  GOLD

OF  ARTS  AND  LETTERS. 

The  National  Institute  of  Art  and  Letters  was  founded  in  1898  and 
incorporated  by  Act  of  Congress  in  1 9 1 3.  The  American  Academy 
of  Arts  and  Letters  was  an  inner  body  of  the  Institute  which  was 
formed  in  1904  and  also  incorporated  by  Act  of  Congress  in 
1917.  The  two  organizations  merged  into  one  in  1976.  The  medal 
was  struck  in  gold  until  1982  when,  because  of  the  increase  in 
gold  bullion  prices,  a gold  plated  version  was  substituted.  All  of 
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the  organizations  "gold  medals"  are  currently  struck  gold  plated. 

In  presenting  Copland  with  his  medal  for  lifetime  achievement 
in  music,  the  composer  and  music  critic  Virgil  Thomson  stated. 
"Clearly  all  this,  the  music  as  well  as  the  career,  the  authenticity 
of  his  art  as  well  as  the  moral  elevation  of  his  professional 
conduct,  deserves  a medal.  And  what  a pleasure  it  is  to  see  him 
receive  it  as  he  has  received  so  many  honors  already,  with  that 
characteristic  unconscious  grace  of  a modest  but  perfectly  real 
prince!  Allow  me  therefore,  as  1 bestow  upon  him  in  the  name 
of  the  Academy  of  Arts  and  Letters  The  Gold  Medal  for  Music 
presented  once  every  five  years  by  the  National  Institute  of  Arts 
and  Letters,  to  speak  not  only  for  the  Institute  membership  but  for 
the  whole  world  of  music  as  well,  when  I say  to  Aaron  Copland 
the  composer,  the  man,  the  whole  heavenly  artist  that  he  is.  "We

In  1917,  Henry  Ford  decided  to  have  a token/  coin  minted  as  a 
goodwill  gift  for  friends  and  customers.  The  coin  was  designed  to 
look  like  a penny  but  bore  Ford’s  portrait  instead  of  Lincoln’s  and 
the  motto  "Help  the  Other  Fellow"  instead  of  “In  God  We  Trust.” 
The  die  was  made  by  the  Weyring  Bros.,  jewelry  firm,  but  only 
a few  were  minted  before  our  entry  into  World  War  I ended  the 
project.  The  die  was  then  resurrected  in  1963  to  strike  the  birth 
centennial  token  and  again  20  years  later  for  the  Dearborn  Coin 
Club  to  celebrate  the  1 20th  birth  anniversary.  (G) 

481.  AMERICAN  TELEPHONE  AND  TELEGRAPH  MEDAL, 
CA.  ND.  76.4mm.  Bronze.  Thomas  Rogers,  (after  Paul 
Manship),  Sc.  Uniface.  Uncirculated.  This  medal  features  a nude 
figure  of  Mercury  running  to  the  right  holding  a banner  inscribed 
UNIVERSAL  SERVICE.  Within  an  interior  beaded  circle  is  the 
legend:  AMERICAN  TELEPHONE  AND  TELEGRAPH  CO. 
AND  ASSOCIATED  COMPANIES  closed  at  the  top  with  a bell

This  medal  is  a copy  of  a 1916  Paul  Manship  design  used  on 
a paid  of  7’  bronze  floor  plaque  installed  in  the  lobby  of  the 
AT&T  headquarters  building  at  195  Broadway  in  New  York 
City.  Murtha  (#75)  refers  to  the  design  as  “electricity”  while  the 
Landmarks  Preservation  Commission  of  NYC  calls  it  "Mercury 
carrying  messages  of  the  Gods”.

The  sculptor,  Tom  Rogers,  recollects  that  he  was  told  that 
"Manship's  original  plaques  were  getting  walked  on.  and  worn 
down,  and  they  wanted  them  copied  before  the  detail  was  lost 
completely.”  He  never  saw  the  originals  in  the  building,  and 
worked  from  a photo.  Rogers  does  not  remember  which  mint 
gave  him  the  commission  nor  does  he  know'  what  use  was  made 
of  the  medals  nor  how  many  were  made.  The  floor  plaques  were 
removed  from  185  Broadway  when  AT&T  moved  to  its  new 
uptown  headquarters  in  1983  and  the  disposition  of  the  plaques 
is  unknown.  The  existence  of  this  medal  is  not  recorded  in  any  of 
the  Manship  literature.

Jovine’s  design  for  the  calendar  medal  was  criticized  in  some 
quarters  as  being  too  “busy”  However,  tie  criticism  is  much  less 
appropriate  when  the  art  is  viewed  in  this  much  larger  format.  All 
of  the  figural  details  in  outstanding  relief  are  easily  viewed  by  the 
naked  eye  and  do  not  seem  as  clustered  together  as  they  do  on  the 
smaller  3”  medal. 


In  our  2008  Auction  78  we  sold  a 1 7"  Bronzeplated  galvano  with 
a plaque  stating  it  was  “27/500"  for  $529.00.  We  noted  that  the 
“500”  edition  limit  proved  to  be  optimistic.  Hugo  Greco,  now  of 
Greco  Industries,  worked  for  MACO  in  those  days  and  recently 
stated  that  they  made  “no  more  than  100”  of  the  galvanos.  He 
also  stated  that  the  cost  of  making  such  a piece  today  would  be 
$1200.00!.  We  do  not  now  what  the  breakdown  was  between  the 
copper  plated  and  the  silver  plated  galvanos  was.  However,  we 
assume  that  there  were  fewer  silver  plated  examples  because  they 
were  more  expensive.

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The  first  awards  were  presented  in  1955  and  then  annually 
thereafter  to  the  three  companies,  in  three  different  si/e 
categories,  that  showed  the  greatest  percentage  reduction  in  total 
recordable  incidence  rates  of  occupational  injuries,  deaths  and 
illnesses  during  the  previous  five  year  period. 

The  award  was  presented  under  the  name  of  the  Manufacturing 
Chemists’  Association  through  1979  when  the  association 
changed  its  name  to  the  "Chemical  Manufacturer's  Association." 
In  June  of  2000  the  CMA  became  the  American  Chemistry 
Council.  The  Dupont  Award  ceased  being  offered  in  1997  and 
was  replaced  by  the  "Responsible  Care  Employee  Health  & 
Safety  Award." 

Rene  Paul  Chambellan  is  widely  known  and  admired  for  his  Art 
Deco  workmanship  in  both  his  sculpture  and  his  medals.  This 
large  plaque  bridges  the  gap  between  the  two  and  would  be  a 
dynamic  centerpiece  for  any  deco  collection.  ( 1 )

The  choice  of  the 
Lincoln  cent  symbolizes  the  role  of  the  Society  in  coin  and  medal 
design.  Its  sculptor.  Victor  D.  Brenner,  was  an  active  member  of 
the  ANS  and  had  the  support  of  the  Society  in  getting  his  design 
adopted.  Also  on  the  reverse  is  a screw  press  which  replaced 
hammer  striking  in  the  early  modern  period  and  remains  as  the 
basis  for  contemporary  methods  of  coin  production.

before  the  actual  sinking.  (Goetz  explained  this  error  by  stating, 
"The  5th  of  May  was  a writing  error  on  my  part.  I took  this  date 
out  of  a newspaper  account  and  correct  it  later  to  the  7lh  of  May.”) 
The  British  were  quick  to  take  advantage  of  the  propaganda 
possibilities  of  this  and  manufactured  replicas  in  great  numbers 
arguing  that  the  medal  with  its  May  5 date  proved  with  the 
Germans  has  long  planned  to  sink  the  vessel.  Most  of  the  British 
copies  w'ere  in  iron  and  have  the  word  MAI  spelled  MAI.  Some 
authorities  believe  that  the  white  metal  specimens  with  the  MAI 
spelling  were  struck  in  the  United  States.  (C)

One  of  a series  of  four  medals  each  utilizing  a common  obverse 
while  the  reverses  reflect  Washington’s  various  association  with 
the  City  of  Alexandria,  Va.  Authorized  by  Congress  to  be  struck 
in  1899  (the  death  centennial  year),  they  were  not  actually  struck 
until  1904. 

Apparently  a significant  number  of  these  were  undistributed 
as  they  were  used  as  souvenir  gifts  to  attendees  at  the  1937 
ANA  Convention.  This  piece  is  housed  in  a small  gold  colored

COMPANY  manila  envelope.  Morton,  Pa.  was  a tiny  borough  in 
Delaware  County,  9 miles  WSW  of  Philadelphia.  Its  population 
in  1900  was  a mere  889  people.  This  is  an  interesting  artifact  of 
our  segregated  past  and  of  a time  when  the  “colored”  vote  was 
almost  entirely  republican.

Its  purpose  was  threefold: 

( 1 ) To  develop  in  the  American  people  a knowledge  and 
appreciation  of  medallic  art: 

(2)  to  recognize  and  record,  through  the  medium  of 
medallic  art  notable  events,  personalities  and  cultural 
movements  of  the  past  and  present; 

(3)  to  encourage  the  development  of  creative  art.  Since 
1930.  when  it  was  founded,  until  1995.  the  Society  of 
Medalists  issued  two  medals  per  year  to  its  members. 

The  list  of  sculptors  contributing  to  the  series 
reads  like  a Who’s  Who  of  the  American  sculptors’ 
community.  The  series  contains  some  of  the  finest 
art  medals  ever  produced  in  this  country. 

Each  medal  was  struck  by  the  Medallic  Art  Company, 
one  of  the  premier  producers  of  American  medallic  art.

BROOKGREEN  GARDENS 
MEDAL  SERIES 

OHered  here  is  a sizeable  run  of  highly  artistic  medals 
emanating  from  Brookgreen  Gardens,  of  Murrels  Inlet,  South  Carolina, 
just  south  ot  Myrtle  Beach.  Everyone  who  has  visited  this  sculptural 
garden  becomes  enthralled,  as  one  views  the  sculptures,  the  flora  and 
fauna  there,  and  been  captivated  by  the  birds  and  animals  in  a natural 
habitat  of  outdoor  splendor  found  here  on  the  grounds. 

Numismatists  will  recognize  dozens  of  names  among  the  350  sculptors’ 
work  here,  most  in  outdoor  garden  setting,  smaller  pieces  inside  — no 
surprise  coin  and  medal  artists  also  created  large  size  sculpture.  The 
founders  ol  these  gardens  are  also  well  known  to  numismatists.  Archer 
Milton  Huntington,  benefactor  of  the  American  Numismatic  Society  in 
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NYC,  and  his  sculptor-medallist  wife,  Anna  Hyatt  Huntington,  created 
this  property  in  1931  by  acquiring  four  tracts  of  adjacent  lands.  They 
began  installing  sculpture  and  it  opened  to  the  public  in  1937. 

The  series  of  yearly  medals  is  somewhat  of  an  afterthought.  In  1945 
animal  sculptor  Gertrude  Lathrop  had  created  a medal  for  Brookgreen 
Gardens,  and  later,  in  1973  the  sculptor-president  of  the  Gardens,  Carl 
Paul  Jennewein,  felt  obligated  to  create  a similar  3-inch  medal,  but 
this  bore  the  conjoined  portraits  of  the  Huntingtons,  and  the  Fighting 
Stallions,  somewhat  of  a symbol  for  the  Gardens,  a massive  bronze 
located  at  the  Gardens  entrance,  created  by  Anna  Hyatt  herself. 

With  the  inspiration  of  these  two  medals  it  was  for  a later  president, 
Joseph  Veach  Noble  - who  would  concurrently  become  the  executive 
director  of  The  Society  of  Medalists  - to  install  a medal  program.  His 
concept  was  brilliant.  Bestow  a medal  to  every  member  of  Brookgreen 
Gardens.  Membership  was  increased  to  $250  a year  but  this  tied 
the  medals  to  the  wonderful  variety  of  the  Gardens  collections,  an 
appropriate  icon  for  every  member.  Noble  commissioned  the  sculptors 
who  had  sculpture  on  the  site  while  still  alive  to  prepare  miniature 
sculpture  to  be  issued  in  medallic  form,  or  to  \established  medallists 
who  someday  may  have  their  sculpture  here.

Its  design  was 
slightly  changed  in  1940.  The  size  was  reduced  to  I 1/2”  and, 
according  to  David  Alexander,  the  boy  and  the  girl  on  the  reverse 
were  removed  because  of  the  Nazi-like  salute.  The  medals  are 
awarded  to  both  Secondary  School  and  college  students  in  this 
smaller  and  revised  form.

Such  pianos  were 
commissioned  by  interior  designers  for  royal  palaces  and  fancy 
mansions  and  often  were  decorated  with  gold,  hand-carved 
details,  and  hand-painted  art  on  the  piano  case.
